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AUNTING FOR DELEGATES 


SCOURING THE COUNTRY FOR SUP. 
PORT FOR ARTHUR. 

A DESPERATE EFFORT TO SHAKE THE ALLE- 
GIANCE OF MEN CHOSEN TO OPPOSE THE 
ADMINISTRATION, 

Oneonta, N. Y., April 7.—Mr. Wilbur 
wants two delegates to enable him to make a tie 
in the Congressional District Convention to be 
held at Cooperstown on Friday. A tie will 
secure his election as a national delegate, 
and once in the Chicago Convention his 
purpose is to support Mr. Arthur to his 
end. Through snap caucuses and disreputable 
tricks he has been able to procure the 12 dele- 
gates from Otsego to Cooperstown, who are 
branded with the words, “ Wilbur’s personal 
property.” Mr, Wilbur is credited with the dec- 
laration that he would procure two more dele- 
gates at any sacrifice. He is wealthy and there is 
no doubt he will purchase anything in the 
market. Herkimer’s 10 delegates are all anti- 
Arthur; Schoharie’s six delegates were anti-Ar- 
thur when they were elected. The purpose 
of corrupting at least two of them is 
the object of a mysterious movement now 
in progress. The Postmaster of this village, C. 
B, Pepper, is Mr. Wilbur’s agent. Accompanied 
by Dr. Hagadorn he drove 12 miles to Mil- 
ford yesterday afternoon, and had a conference 
with Mr. Wilbur. The pair then drove to Stam- 
ford, Delaware Covnty,a distance of 20 miles, 
and took the train to Grand Gorge, where a car- 
riage was taken for Gilboa. This journey 
of nearly 50 miles had but one pur- 
pose, and tbat was to see Addison Haga- 
dorn, a brother of the doctor and a 
member of the Schoharie delegation. What in- 
fimence they will have over the delegate will 
be disclosed on Friday. Those who know him 
vest vouch for his integrity, and declare that he 
will never be found voting with Mr. Wilbur’s 
thralls. The Wilbur men think they see in John 
Bradt, of Esperance, another delegate who will 
fallinto their toils. This belief isalso doubted 
by prominent Schoharie Republicans. 

The other four Schoharie delegates are Hobart 
Krum, of Schoharie; Edwin Waldron, of Cobles- 
kill; Jeremiah Ottman, of Seward, and Erskine 
Cornwell, of Middleburg, all of whom, up to this 
date, are opposed to the objects which Mr. Wil- 
bur has in view. The course of all six is being 
curiously watched by Republicans outside of 
Schoharie. They all command the respect of 
their Republican associates, and it is not thought 
possible that any of Mr. Wilbur’s arts will suc- 
ceed in capturing any: one of them. 

BrxcHAMTon, N. Y., April 7.—Caucuses 
of six wards, the entire city, were held for the 
purpose of electing delegates to the County 
Convention to be held on April 10. The friends 
of Arthur madesome demonstration, but were 
defeated, the result being a unanimous Blaine 
delegation from each ward, with the exception 
of one Lincoln delegate from the Fifth. Reports 
from Lisle, Union, Kirkwood, and other towns 
of the county show either Blaine delegates or 
else uninstructed, giving every assurance that 
almost unanimous Biaine delegations will be sent 
to both State and District Conventions. Friends 
of the Administration generally made fruitless 
efforts.

ELECTIONS IN OHIO. 
CLEVELAND CARRIED BY THE REPUBLICANS 
—THE DEMOCRATS DOWNCAST, 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 7.—Complete 
returns from all the wards of the city assure a 
Republican victory by a decisive majority on the 
city ticket. At the Democratic head-quarters it 
is conceded that the Republican majority will be 
at least 2,500. The Council will be close, with the 
chances in favor of the Republicans 
having a small majority, but it may re- 
quire an Official canvas, to determine it. 
The bulk of the German and Bohemian vote was 
either cast for the Republican ticket or staid 
away from the polls. Added to these were a 
large number of old-time Democrats who were 
disgruntled with Democratic city administration, 
and many of them are bitterly denouncing it to- 
night. emocrats claim that the result is not 
a sure indication of the result in Octo- 
ber, but they are visibly depressed. The Repub- 
licans were well organized, and took advantage 
at all points of the Democratic disaffection. 
They are enthusiastic to-night over the result, 
and claim that it insures Ohio for the Republican 
ticket in October. Col. Nate Payne, son of Sen- 
ator Payne, says the result is due toa petty re- 
sentment growing out of the failure of the Legis- 
lature to act definitely and promptly on the 
liquor tax questions. He admits that it will 
make uphill work for the Democracy in this sec- 
tion in October, but says it does not necessarily 
assure Republican success, 

CINCINNATI, April 7.—The municipal elec- 
tion to-day excited little interest. A 1 inp vote 
was polled, anda mixed ticket is probably elect- 
ed, with the chances in favor of the Democrats 
a the bulk of the offices. Politically the re- 
sult will have little significance. The riots diverted 
neither of the tickets in 
the field excited any enthusiasm. The Demo- 
cratic leaders were of the opinion that to-day’s 
result would show the popular feeling on_the 
Graded Liquor Tax bill, and that the Leg- 
islature could take its cue according- 
ly. Accordingly Chairman Barger, of the 

ocratic State Central Committee, and also a 
member of the Legislature. came down from 

Columbus this morning with others to watch the 
result. The graded tax bill has been framed by 
the Senate, and the plan was to wait for to-day’s 
developmeuts as to the feeling of the Ger- 
mans and the saloon-keepers in regard to it, 
before deciding whether to let it pass the House. 
From present indications there is but little in 
the vote to indicate the public feeling in regard 
to the graded liquor tax bill, and the Democrats 
are likely to be in as much of a quandary as 
before as to whether to permit it to become a 
law. Mr. Barger and his party represent the 
Payne interest, and their mission here indicates 
apprehension on the part of the Payne managers 
in regard to the political temper of Cincinnati. 
It is a disappointment to them that owing to the 
alight intcrest in to-day’s contest the result pos- 
gesses little meaning, and they must remain in 
the dark as to how to trim their sails to catch the 
popular breeze. i" 

_ Torxpo, Ohio, April 7.—The election was 
quiet. An average vote waspolled. The returns 
up to 11:30 P. M. show decided Republican gains. 
The Republicans claim the election of the Street

ARKANSAS REPUBLICANS. 
GATHERING FOR THE STATE CONVENTION 
TO BE HELD TO-DAY. 

Lirrte Rock, Ark., April 7.—To-night 
the Capital Hotel lobbies have been crowded 
with delegates to the Republican State Conven- 
It will be a 
large convention. Delegates have arrived here 
from all but two of the seventy-five counties 
in the State. From developments  to- 
night it is believed that there will be 
an attempt to capture the convention for John 
A. Logan. E. A. Wiley, an Internal Revenue Col- 
lector from Illinois, has been in the State for sev- 
eral weeks trying to organize a Logan boom. 
Ex-Senator Powell Clayton, Chairman of the Re- 
publican State Central Committee, has been here 
for several days. There will be a strong attempt 
to commit the convention against the Ad- 
ministration. Several prominent Arthur men 
said to night that, while the delegates might go 
to Chicago uninstructed, still there would bea 
strong leaning toward Arthur for the Presi- 
dency and Lincoln for the second place. There 
is a disposition not to instruct delegates to Chi- 
cago, but to leave them free to vote for the most 
available man. It is significant that Blaine’s 
name has scarcely been heard in the discussions. 

Clayton’s supremacy as Jeader of the Republic- 
ans of the State is unquestioned. He will go 
into the convention as a. delegate from Little 
Rock. Over one-half of the delegates are colored 
men. From indicatious it will be a stormy con- 
vention. 

Since the overthrow of Dorsey there has been 
a wing of the party in which disaffection has ex- 
isted. Among these men is Judge John A. Mc- 
Clure. They have not a strong following, and as 
stated will scarcely disturb the preponderance of 
sentiment attributed to Arthur. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA CONVENION. 
ALLENTOWN, Penn., April 7.—Chairman 
Hensel, of the Democratic State Committee, ar- 
rived here this evening, and with him were a 
number of delegates. He met. the _ local 
committee, and final arrangements for the 
convention were discussed and agreed 
upon. Little is yet known as to the 
organization of the convention. C. E. Boyle 


and J. K. Bogert are spoken of for temporary 
Chairman, and the only name so far mentioned 
for permanent Chairman is that of RK. Milton 
Spear. The work of the convention will ap- 
parently be quickly transacted, the only con- 
test anticipated being in the seiection of delegates 
at large. To-morrow evening the State com- 
mittee will till the vacancy caused by the death 
ot Harry Packer. Eckly Lb. Coxe is spoken of for 
the place, and will undoubtedly be chosen. The 
Hon. Samuel J. Randall is expected here to-mor- 
row morning. Much depends upon the wishes of 
Mr. Randall as to whether delegates to the Na- 
tional Convention shall be instructed or not. The 
delegates in the city to-night number 30. 


DOING WELL IN CONNECTICUT. 


HartTForD, Conn., April 7.—Morgan I.: 
Bulkeley, (Rep.,) was re-elected Mayor to-day’ 


for two years, being his third term, over Charles 
M. Joslyn, (Dem.,) by 830 majority. The Repub- 
licans also elected the Treasurer and City Marshal 
by handsome majorities while the Democrats 
retain the City Clerkship, Collector, and Auditor 
by large majorities. The Republicans elected 
6 Aldermen and the Democrats 2—a Republican 
gain of 1. The Republicans elected 19 Council- 
men and the Democrats 13—a Republican gain of 
1. On joint ballot the Republicans will have 12 
majority in the City Government. 


BripGeport, Conn., April 7.—At the 
town and city elections here to-day the Demo- 
crats elected both of their tickets, with the ex- 
ception of Charles E. Wilmot, (Rep.,) who was 
elected Town Clerk. The Hon. D. Mor, an, 
(Dem.,) was elected Mayor by 400 majority. The 
vote polled was light. 


WORKING AGAINST LOGAN.

ASSESSING PAPER-MAKERS. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., April 7.—D. P. 
Crovker, Secretary and Treasurer of the American 
Paper Manufacturers’ Association, has sent out

GIVEN PREFERENCE FOR CIVIL 
SERVICE EMPLOYMENT. 

THE SENATE RECOGNIZING THE CLAIMS OF 

THE MEN WHO FOUGHT FOR THEIR: 

COUNTRY—VETOES BY THE GOVERNOR. : 


ALBAny, April 7.—The Senate resumed 
the consideration of the bill that ‘vas under dis- 
cussion at the adjournment on Friday applying 
the civil service law to all cities of the State hav- 
ing a populationof 20,000 or over. Thepending 
question being Mr.Murphy's amendment exempt- 
ing firemen from the operation of the bill, was put 
to a vote without further discussion and carried, 
15to5. Mr. Lansing’s amendment giving prefer- 
ences for employment in the civil service to 
honorably discharged Union soldiers and sailors 
and exempting them from civil service examina- 
tions being next in order, Mr. Gilbert offered a 
substitute simply providing that preferences 
shall be given to Union soldiers and sailors 
who are found to have equal qualifications 
with other applicants under the provisions of 
this act. He said that the soldiers composing the 
Union Army were generally intelligent men, and 
he did not believe that they asked for any ex- 
emption that would imply that they were 
men of lower grade of intelligence than 
other applicants for positions in the civil 
service. One soldier told him to-day in Albany 
that he would regard such an exemption 
in the law as an affront. Mr. Ellsworth called 
attention to the rule established by the 
Civil Service Commission excluding all ap- 
plicants over 45 years of age, and thus 
practically excluding a large majority of 
Union soldiers. It had been stated that 


the commission had admitted that they had made 
a mistake in this rule and were willing to change 
it, but the fact that any commission could com- 
mit such au error as this showed the necessity of 
such legislation on the subject as would not leave 
it to the discretion of the commission. He op- 
posed the substitute because it left anything to 
the discretion of the Civil Service Commissioners 
where the claims of the soldiers were concerned. 
Mr. Lansing advocated his amendment and op- 
posed the substitute as simply an empty recogni- 
tion of the soldiers’ services without any hope of 
reward. He denied the right of Mr. Gilbert to 
speak for the soldiers of the late war. 

Mr. Robb (interrupting Mr. Lansing) said he 

was requested by one of the Civil Service 
Commissioners now ‘in the chamber to state 
that the rules of the commission limited 
the age of applicants to 50 years instead 
of 4. Mr. Lansin repli that the 
rules had been changed, then, since last week, 
for he hed a printed copy before him which put 
the age at 45 years. Hesaid there ought to be no 
limit of age to a properly qualitied Union soldier. 
Last year the Senate had a Union soldier 
whose duty it was simply to open the 
gate leading to the Senatorial circle, and 
yet according to the rules of the commission this 
soldier. who had fought the battles of his 
country and helped save the Union, was 
disqualified to do this simple duty be- 
cause he was more than 45 years of age. 
He seid he knew the sentiment of the Union 
soldiers of this State, and if any soldier haa 
stated to Mr. Gilbert what he says he did, that 
4 nog did not represent the feeling of his com- 
rades. 
Mr. Van Schaick opposed Mr. Lansing’s amend- 
ment, because it discriminated in favor of 
soldiers who returned from the war as against 
the orphan sons of soldiers who died on the 
field of battle. Mr. Coggeshall and Mr. Murphy 
favored the amendment. Mr. Gilbert said that 
he made on issue on the question of age; 
he believed there should be no restriction what- 
ever astoage. The only question should be fit- 
ness for the discharge of the duties of the posi- 
tion. Neither did he deny the debt owing by the 
State to the soldiers of the Union Army, but 
he did not believe in this method of paying 
debts. He did not believe the soldiers desired the 
debt to be paid by putting them in positions that 
could be better filled by others. 

Judge Lowe said that, while he was in favor of 
civil service reform he believed that those who 
had been in tne front, carrying out the reform 
had gone too fast. They were attempting to do 
in a few months what it took England a hundred 
ro to accomplish. He believed that it would 

better not to apply the rules to policemen or 
firemen, and he would never vote for any law 
that excluded Union soldiers from, employment 
in the civil service. 

Mr. Thomas offered an amendment that sol- 
diers shall be preferred for employment in all de- 
partments provided for in this act, and neither 
age, loss of limbs, nor other physical impairment 
which does not incapacitate shall be deemed to 
disqualify, provided such persons possess the 
necessary qualifications. Mr. Thomas said this 
amendment covered all that the soldiers asked— 
at least, all that any fair representation of sol- 
diers had asked. 

Mr. Lansing denied that this was all the sol- 
diers asked, and he hoped the amendment would 
be voted down. Mr. Thomas’s amendment was 
lost by a rising vote—5 to 9. Mr Gilbert’s 
substitute for r. Lansing’s amendment was 
lost by asimilar vote, and the Lansing amend- 
ment was adopted without a division. As amend- 
ed, the bill was ordered to third reading. The 
three Civil Service _Commissioners—Messrs. 
Schoonmaker, Jay, and Richmond—were present 
during the discussion. 

By unanimous consent Mr. Plunkitt’s bill au- 
thorizing the Board of Street Opening and Im-

The Governor sent in a veto of a bill to enable 
a school district to borrow money, the ground of 
the veto being that the object sought can be ob- 
tained under an existing general law. 

A hearing will be given before the Judiciar 
Committee on Thursday afternoon of this wee 
at3 P.M. on Senator ‘Titus'’s bill repealing the 
law allowing exemptions for debt on taxation of 
personal property. ‘ 

Mr. Daggett presented a memorial from the 
manufacturers of oleomargarine. in which they 
ask that before the pending prohibitory 
bill is enacted into a law the State Board 
uested to investigate the 
comparative cleanliness and wholesomeness of 
butter and olemargarine. They complain that 
the Senate committee did not visit a single oleo- 
margarine factory, and no opportunity was 
given to refute the absurd and untruthful state- 
ments made by interested witnesses. 

The Governor reappointed and the Senate con- 
firmed Messrs. Delavan and Brooks members of 
the State Board of Health, and George W. Cook 
a new member in place of Elisha Har , deceased. 

Mr. Campbell introduced a bill providing for 
the retirement of New-York policcmen on pen- 
sions and the appointment of 500 additional men 
in accordance with a memorial from the Grand 

ury. 

As soon as the session of the House had been 
opened to-night the Speaker announced the 
third reading of the bills. Among those passed 
were one increasing the jurisdiction of the Dis- 
trict Courts of the city of New-York to cases 
where the sum claimed does not exceed , and 
another incorporating the New-York Cir- 
culating Library. 

A message was received frem the Senate non- 
concurring in the Assembly amendments to the 
Brooklyn Water bill, and Messrs. Church, Boyn- 
ton, Smith of Clinton, Heath, and Husted were 
appointed as a conference committee. 

he Governor returned without approval the 
bill incorporating Amsterdam as a _. He 
points out numerous provisions which he re- 
gards as highly objectionable, notably in re- 
gard to proceedings to acquire property for 
street openings. The bill, he says, bears 
evidence of having been hastily drawn, and he 
believes no hardship will result from the post- 
poning of its incorporation another year. He 
reminds the people that the government of 
city may be even more burdensome than that o 
a village.

RELIEVING THE FLOOD SUFFERERS.

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THE SELECTION OF JURORS. 


JUDGE DANIELS DENOUNCES THE LOOSE 
SYSTEM IN FORCE. 

Bourrayo, N. Y., April 7.—When the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer convened this 
morning, Judge Charles Daniels charged 
the Grand Jury at great length, and 
with a vigor that is believed to have 
been partially inspired by the Cincinnati 
riots. He denounced the jury system, or rather 
the methods of selecting jurors, in strong terms. 
It wasa reprehensible fact, he said, that by the 


failure of those having the selection of jurors 
to discharge their duty conscientiously and ac- 
cording to law, man improper rsons 
had been returned. he assessors in the 
city and towns, the town clerks and 
the Supervisors all came in for censure. 
as they have the preparation of' the jury lists. 
In 1878, under the new code, the first batch of 
jurors for three years was returned, and in 1881 
there was a second return for a like period. Next 
June there will be another return, and the court 
desired the Grand Jury to give an expression of 
opinion that those having the selection of jurors 
would be fully “9 yo with their duty and 
made to perform it. Owing to the neglect re- 
ferred to, persons had been selected who 
were unfit either by age, education, or 
means to. act as jurors, and -the_ re- 
sult had been to excite public suspicion 
and unfavorable comment. Judge Daniels 
pointed out the dangers that must tollow froma 
continuation of the practice, and said that 
the selection of qualified and proper 
pesnies —men above reproach —for jurors 
1ereafter would relieve the system of the 
odium attached to it. He said further that he 
knew returns had been made indiscriminately in 
some towns, and that it must be evident toall that 
irregularities could only be productive of mis- 
carriages of justice. e impressed the Grand 
Jury with the necessity of giving careful consid- 
eration to the subject, and incidentally men- 
tioned that officers elected by the people’ who 
failed to perform their duty were liable to indict- 
ment. Judge Daniels is held in great resvect, 
and his words can hardly be without their effect.

TALKING TO THE MINERS. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., April 7.—The Hon. 
T. V. Powderly, Grand Master Workman of 
the Knights of Labor, accompanied by 
the Hon. W. H. Hines, addressed a large 
audience of miners and laborers at Nan- 
ticoke this evening. The meeting was 
called for the purpose of organizing a Miners’ 
Union. Ex-Mayor Powderly, of Scranton, 
the first speaker, was received with 
loud applause. He said that the time 
had come in this country for 
a thorough organization of all branches of labor. 
Capital was united and ruled. If labor was 
organized capital would respect it, He did not be- 
lieve in organizing tor the purpose of strikes. He 
workmen only lost by them. With a union of 
labor arbitration with favorable results to the 
workman was to be looked for. There were 5,000,- 
000 workmen in this country, and 1,000,000 of them 
were idle. Let those who are working 10 hours a 
day. he said, now work eight, and the other 
two will give ample employment to the other 
million. Convict labor was roundly denounced. 
He called upon all workmen to join the Knights 
of Labor, leave politics and religion on the out- 
side, drop petty dissensions and prejudices, and 
work shoulder to shoulder for themselves and 
families and their fellow-workmen. 
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FIFTEEN YOUNG DOGS IN A RACE. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 7.—A large crowd 
gathered at Pastime Park this afternoon to wit- 
ness a dog race, in which the prizes were larger 
andon which more money was staked than on 
any similar contest ever held in this country. 
Fifteen little pups were entered for the “puppy 


sweepstakes 200 yards’ dog race handicap” nine 
months ago. Most of them were entered before 
their eyes were opened. The sweepstake was 
arranged on the vlan of the Derby horse race of 
England, and was conceived and conducted by 
Ed Coie, of the Sporting Life, which gave a gold 
collar valued at to the winning dog. 
The winners of the four preliminary heats were 
Arthur Chambers’s black and white bitch Puffer, 
Sam Berry's black dog Hamlet, Joe Acton’s 
brown dog Plunger, and John Gallagher's brown 
bitch Lucy. In the final heat Lucy was the 
favorite, and won by two teet. The money 
prizes amounted to $1,200, of which 75 per cent. 
went to the first dog, together with a silver cup 
anda gold collar. An independent sweepstake 
for $200 was won by Lucy. Over $8,000 changed 
hands on the race between the puppies. 
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AN ATTORNEY-GENERAL SENTENCED.

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THE TROUBLES IN EGYPT AND THE 
SOUDAN. 

THE TRIBES IN THE SOMALI TERRITORY EX- 
CITED BUT WELL DISPOSED—THE GOV- 
ERNMENTAL QUARRELS AT CAIRO. 

Carro, April 7.—Gen. Graham reached 
this city to-day. Gen. Stephenson, Commander- 
in-Chief of the British troops in Egypt, will to- 
morrow review the troops which have returned 
from Suakin. 

Major Hunter has returned to Aden, having 
visited Berbera, Harrara, and Ziela, points in 
the Somali territory, just south of the 
Gulf of Aden. There has been some 
doubt as to the feeling of the tribes 
inhabiting that section, but Hunter reports 
that he found them well-disposed toward the 
Egyptian Government, although agitated, as 
was natural, over the condition of affairs in the 
Soudan. There will be no danger of trouble, 
Major Hunter believes, so long as the British 
gun-boat is allowed to remain in that vicinity. 

Nubar Pasha has consented to suspend his 
resignation until the English Government 
gives its decision in regard to the rela- 
tive powers of the Egyptian Ministers and 
the English officials. The Khédive is supporting 
Nubar Pasha’s right to the supreme contro) of 
the administration, and has urged Sir Eve- 
lyn Baring, the British Minister, to assent to 
the dismissal of Mr. Clifford Lloyd from 
the post of Under Secretary of the Interior. 


Several Pashas have been sounded, with the view 
of ascertaining whether or not they would be 
willing to join a new Ministry. for one and 
all declined to join unless the Englis element 
was excluded. The European Consuls hold 
aloof from the dispute, with the exception 
of M. Barrere, the French Consul-General, 
who js prompting Nubar and the other 
Pashas to resist English interference. It is 
the opinion of the European officials at 
Cairo, that a continuance of the mixed adminis- 
tration is impossible; that the English must 
either assume the sole direction of the Govern- 
ment or leave the control to the Egyptians. 

Pilgrims who have arrived at Suakin from the 
interior report that peace prevails at Kassala, 
and that the town maintains free intercourse 
with the interior. 

Zebehr Pasha says that he will remain here as 
a hostage for Gen. Gordon, and will send his son 
to extricate the General, provided the Govern- 
ment restores to him (Zebehr) the property 
plundered from him. 


CAMBRIDGE DEFEATS OXFORD. 
LONDON, April?7.—The annual boat race 
between the Oxford and Cambridge University 
crews, which was to have taken place last Satur- 
day, but was postponed on account of Prince Le- 


opold’s funeral, occurred this morning. The 
course was the regular Thames course of four 
miles and two furlongs from Putney to Mort- 
lake. The weather could hardly have been more 
unpropitious. The air was filled with a drizzling 
rain and a heavy mist. overhung the river, while 
the water was decidedly ““choppy.”’ There were 
few spectators, either along the shore or afloat. 
The betting at first was two to one in favor of 
Oxtord, chiefly because of the latter crew's 
great reputation. The betting became even 
abouta week ago, when it was seen that Cam- 
bridge was improving and Oxford losing strength.

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A RACE-TRACK UNDER THE HAMMER. 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., April 7.—The 
Point Breeze Trotting Park, the principal race- : 
track in this city, was sold at Sheriff’ssale this 
afternoon, to satisfy a mortgage held by the 
Fidelity Trust Company. This, with unpaid in- 
terest, amounted to $42,703 06. The bidding was 
started at $45,000, and by $1,000 bids was rapidly 
raised to $65,000, when it was knocked off to 
Char'es E. Lex, Jr., alawyer. Mr. Lex refused 
to say for whom he bid in the property. The 
park contains over 63 acres, and is 
well provided with stands, stables, a hotel, 
and other buildin Its original cost was $100,- 
000, divided into shares of $250 each, but since 
it was opened it has never paid a cent profit.

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FLAT RUINED BY FIRE: 


NARROW ESCAPE OF THE INMATES 
OF THE ST. GEORGE. 

FLAMES CAUSING OVER $160,000 DAMAGE 
IN A BUILDING WHICH WAS REPRE- 
SENTED TO BE FIRE-PROOF. 

. The St. George, a pretentious apartment 
house at Nos. 223 and 225 East Seventeenth-street, 
which had been vaunted by the owner and agent 
as absolutely fire-proof, was nearly destroyed 
by fire yesterday morning. It is a double 
building, seven stories high in the front and 
eight stories in the rear, intended for the accom- 
modation of 14 families, and only one suite of 
apartments was vacant. Those members of the 
families who were in when the fire broke out 
were in extreme peril, but all succeeded in mak- 
ing their escape. 

The fire was discovered by Louis Castaing, the 
elevator boy. He had taker a gentleman up to 
the third floor to show him the vacant suite of 
rooms on the west side. He was returning to the 
elevator, when he noticed smoke coming up 
through the elevator shaft. He remarked to the 
visitor that “the house must be on fire.” They 
immediately descendei in the elevator to the 
basement, the smoke becoming denser as they 
went down. Louis warned Frederick Kimmel- 
berg, the engineer, and then ran to the fire-box, 
at Second-avenue and Seventcenth-street, where 
he sent outanalarm. That the building was on 
fire had already been discovered from the street, 
and analarm had been sent to the Fire Depart- 
ment. This was at 11:25 o’clock. 

After sending out the alarm the elevator boy 
ran back to the house, and ascended in the ele- 
vator to the top floor, warning such of the occu- 
pants as had not already escaped. Those who 
lived on the lower floors had no difficulty in 
getting out, although they were compelled to 
make their exit without putting on their outer 
clothing or wraps. Louis, thinking that Mrs. 
John L. Lockwood and her sick child and servant 
were stillin their rooms on the seventh floor of 
the building, made his way to their apartments 
to warn them of their danger, but they had al- 
ready been rescued. Adjoining the building on 


the east side is the mission house and school of 
the Protestant Sisterhood of St. John the Bap- 
tist, the roof of which is several stories lower 
than the flat-house. The sisters ascended to. the 
roof of their house. They saw Mrs. Lockwood 
with her son, 9 years old, whom she had 
snatched from his bed, and her servant at one 
of the side windows. The fire and smoke had full 
possession of the rear of their apartment, Ts 
them off from the tire-escape in the rear of the 
buiding. ‘The sisters bestirred themselves to 
procure help. The janitor of their building car- 
ried a short ladder to the roof, by means of 
which Mrs. Lockwood and those with her were 
rescued by a fireman and Policeman Gilbride, of 
the Eighteenth Precinct. Mrs. Lockwood and 
her sick boy were taken immediately to a friend’s 
house, at No. 241 East Seventeenth-street. Sne 
gives great credit to the elevator boy, Louis, 
whose attenrpt to save her led him into peril. 

When Mrs. Griffiths, wife of United States Com- 
missioner Griffiths, who lived on the fifth floor, 
west side, heard the alarm she was entertaining @ 
friend. She opened the door leading to the main 
hall, but was met by such a volume of smoke that 
she saw at once the futility of attempting to de- 
scend by the stairway. She clesed the door and 
hastened to the fire-escape, by which she made 
her way down in safety, with her triend, into the 
yard. Some of the residents on Eighteenth- 
street procured a ladder and helped the ladies over 
the fence. They took refuge with a neighbor. 

In the apartments on the east side of the fifth 
floor were Mrs. Walton Burgess and her mother- 
in-law, Mrs. Pauline L. Burgess, who is nearly 85 
years old. They were rescued by J. P. Schmen- 
ger, the proprietor of Germania Hall, in Third- 
avenue, near Seventeenth-street. Mr. Schmen- 
ger is acquainted with the Burgess family, who 
formerly lived in an apartment-house which he 
owns. hey moved in the St. George about twa 
weeks ago. When Schmenger heard that thetiat 
was on fire he hastened tothe building and ran 
up to the fifth floor, where he found Mrs. Burgess 
and her aged mother-in-law endeavoring to make 
their way down stairs through the thick smoke. 
With the assistance of;Mr. Schmenger the ladies 
made their way to the street in safety. The old 
lady was overcome by the smoke, and was taken 
into the residence of Dr. Edward Frankel, in 
Seventeenth-street, where she soon revived. 
Meanwhile, Louis, the elevator-boy, whose so- 
licitude for the safety of the tenants had led him 
to the top of the house, was in an extremely per- 
ilous position. After going through both suites 
of apartments on the seventh fioor he attempted 
to descend, but found his escape cut off by the 
depse smoke. He retreated into the library of 
Mr. Lockwood's apartments, shut the door be- 
hind him, and, thrusting his head out of the open 
window, called for help. Smoke was belch- 
ing forth trom the windows on_ each 
side of him. The crowd of _ spectators 
gathered in front of the burning building cailed 
to the young man to keep cool and he would be 
saved. Two fire engines had arrived, but the 
firemen had no ladders. When Truck No. 3, car- 
rying long ladders and the life-saving appliances 
recently introduced inthe department, arrived 
the crowd cheered. Taking in the scene at a 
glance, Chief Bresnan, who arrived with the 
truck, ordered the pompier ladders out.. Fire- 
men John Binns, Thomas F. Barrett, and M. C, 
Graham, of Truck No. 3, who had gone through 
athorough course of training with the scaling 
ladders, seized their ladders and made a rush for 
the front of the building. 

It was the first opportunity of putting the life- 
saving ladders to a practical test. Fireman Binns 
reached the building a step in advance of his 
comrades, and his wasthe first ladder raised. 
Fastening it on to the window sill of the second 
pews he ascended tothat story and then drew 
the ladder up behind him, and in this way he 

ascended story by story urtil he reached the 

sixth story, one floor below the window at which 
the youth stood patiently waiting for help. 

Barrett and Graham had foilowed Binns with 

their scaling ladders from story tostory. The 

other members of the truck company had mean- 
while raised the large extension ladder, which 
reached the window sill on the sixth floor, where 

Binns stood. He stepped on the ladder and, un- 

hooking the scaling ladder, passed it to the 

window where Louis was. Seeing help so near, 

Louis stepped out of the window and sat down 

onthe sill. Whenthetop of the scaling ladder 

was within his reach he leaned over, caught it 
with one hand, and fastened it securely on the 
window-frame. Binns then ascended, and, 
throwing-one arm over the shoulders of_the 
youth, spoke a few encouraging words. Then 
he descended the scaling ladder with him and 
down the extension ladder to the ground. The 
erowd of excited spectators broke out intog 
round of applause and cheered lustily. The 
first practical test of the life-saving ladders was 

@ success. 

w While this was going on, Kimmelberyer, the en- 

gineer, was making a futile attempt to check the 

fire by playing upon it with a line of hose in the 
basement. He stood at his post until the water 
gave out and he was injured y the dumb waiter 
talling upon him by the burning of the hoisting 
rope. He was found almost unconscious in the 
basement and was dragged out by the firemen. 

He was taken to Bellevue Hospital. Two fire, 

men, James Rape and Anthony opens. of 

Engine Company No. 5, fell through the dumb- 

water shaft. They were severely burned 

about the face and hands, and after receiv- 
ing attention at Bellevue Hospital went _to 
their homes. The members of Insurance Pa- 
trols Nos. 2 and 3 entered the building with their 
oilskins,. covers, and tarpaulins to protect the 
goods from.damage by water, but the fire 
gained on them so rapidly that they were com- 
pelled to jump out of the side windows on the 
east side to the roof of Mr. Baumgarten’s house. 

The Captain of the patrol crawled down stairs 

on hisstomach and all escaped unhurt. They 

were forced to abandon some of their covers in 
the building. 

When the first company to respond to the 
alarm—No. 5—arrived, within five minutes after 
the sounding of the alarm, the flames hadswept 
through the rear portion of the building on the 
upper floors, The firemen entered the building 
with their lines of hose, but were driven out by 
the dense smoke, and there were many narrow 
escapes. A third alarm was sent out soon after 
the first, and- subsequently special calls were 
sent for five more engines, making in all 16 en- 
gines in service during the fire. The firemen 
were compelled to carry their heavy lines of hose 
over the roofs of the adjoining buildings, and the 
fire was fought at a disadvantage from these roofs. 
It was feared at one time that the entire build- 
ing would be destroyed, and the side walls would 
fall outward and crush the fine residence of Will- 
iam Baumgarten. No. 221 East Seventeenth- 
street on the east and the new school-house of 
the Sisterhood of St. John the Baptist on the 
west.

The occupants of the house are all well-to-do 
people, and they had their apartments filled with 
costly furniture, valuable paintings, and draw- 
ines, and bric-a-brac. What was not destroyed 
by fire is ruined by water, with which the fire- 
men were compelled to deluge the building be- 
fore they could put out the flames.

All the officers of the Fire Department who 
Were present at the fire say that the indications 
were that it started either in the basement or the 
first floor. From what the fire originated could 
not be ascertained. William O. Cloyes, the janitor 
of the building, who was not on the premises 
when the fire broke out, insisted that it had 
originated in a linen closet on the third floor on 
the east end of the structure. 

Himmelberger, the engineer, first saw the 
flames in a little room on the first floor used by 
Dr. Hobbie for the storage of trunks. When the 
Water gave out he noticed that fire and smoke 
wer coming down the dumb-waiter shaft, appar- 
ently from the third floor. He told a reporter 
that the steam-pipes, which ran clear up to the 
top, were only encased in packing in the base- 
ment, and that all the way from the 
first floor they rested right against the 
plaster and flooring without any covering 
whatever. One night, about three months ago, 
he said the house almost took fire in Mr. Lock- 
wood’s room from the walls becoming so heated 
by the steam in the pipes, In one place the lath- 
ing had begun to smnolder, but by turning off the 

steam he prevented any further fire or damage. 
He said the pipes ran directly througb the linen- 
room on the third floor. He believed the fire 
started on the first floor or in the basement. Him- 
melberger is the man who, while coachman of 
Judge Van Brunt, at Bay Ridge, Long Island, 
shot and killed two trespassers on the Judge’s 
premises, who turned out to be Douglass and 
Mosher, the Chariie Ross abductors. 

The St. George's flats were planned, built, anda 
originally owned by Thomas Osborne, of No. 
1.4573 Avenue A. Plans for the building were filed 
with the Inspector of Buildings Dec. 20, 1882, and 
construction was begun soon afterward. The 
estimated cost of the structure was $195,000, but 
it is gaid to have cost $225,000. 

Dr. W. Rutherford was thrown out of the am- 
bulance in which he was riding by the vehicle 
striking a po of the elevated road, at First- 
avenue and Eighteenth-street.

A CHURCH TOWER IN FLAMES. 
WHAT THREATENED TO BE A LARGE FIRE IN 

LEXINGTON-AVENUE. 

Persons passing along Lexington-avenue 
at Forty-sixth-street, at about 6:45 o’clock last 
evening, were startied at suddenly seeing a mass 
of flames and smoke burst from the tall bell- 
tower of St. Peter’s German Lutheran Church, 
on the south-west corner of those thorough- 
fares. The whole tower was almost instantly en- 
veloped. The flames darted high up into the 
air, bursting out on all sides, and volumes of 


black smoke rolled heavily away. An alarm was 
sent out, which was followed by a second and a 
third, and soon engines were at work pouring 
water on the fire from each of the adjoining 
streets. A large throng, attracted by the noise 
and glare, crowded into the streets for blocks 
around and watched the progress of the fire. The 
firemen had the flames under control after about 
half an hour’s work. 

Some time ago a building was erected on Lex- 
ington-avenue, the walls of which touched those 
of the church. When completed this building 
was much higher than the church, and it was 
found that it interfered with the chimney 
draught of the latter structure. To overcome 
this difficulty the chimney was built higher than 
the roof of the new house, and the builders did a 
little damage to the tower. Yesterday after- 
noon Thomas Haggin,a roofer, of No. 210 East 
Fitty-first-street, who had done the roofing of 
the new house, sent’ an employe to repair the 
tower of the church. This man took to the 
roof some tools and a small furnace, and it is 
supposed that the tower caught fire from sparks 
from the furnace. The damage to the building 
was done entirely in the front part by fire, but 
the building itself was pretty well deluged with 
water. The large organ which was put in in 
1871, at’ a cost of $4,009, was destroyed, and the 
totalloss is estimated at $15,000, which is fully 
covered by insurance.

NEWSPAPER POSTAGE. 


MR. JOSEPH MEDILL URGES A REDUCTION 
OF THE POUND RATE. 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—Mr. Joseph Me- 
dill, editor of the Chicago Tribune, made an argu- 
ment to-day before the Senate Committee on 
Post Offices and Post Roadsin favor of the re- 
duction of the present pound rates of postage 
on newspapers issued from the office of publica- 
tion. The present law was, he said, the occasion 
of the laying of an oppressive tax upon publish- 
ers. It was enactedin 1874, and fixed the rate of 
postage on papers issued from the office of 


publication at 2 cents per pound, which 
rate it made prepayable at the office of 
ublication. ore the enactment of this law, 
he postage on this class of mail matter was col- 
lected at the office of delivery from the sub- 
scriber, the news agent, or whoever received the 
papers, the tax falling yee the purchaser, as it 
ought. But it was said thata good many pa 
were not taken out of the Post Office, and in 
order to stop this loss of revenue the law 
requiring prepayment was enacted. The re- 
sult has been that the publishers of the United 
States have been compelled to. pay this 
tax, amounting to abou 1,500,000 per annum, 
during the past 10 year The postage at the 
resent rates amounts, on asingle newspaper of 
he size of the New-York Herald, Trwes, or 
Tribune, the Chicago Tribune, or any seven-col- 
umn paper, to $1 or $1 60 per year, according to 
the number of supplements that may be issued. 
It is taken out of the pocket of the publisher, 
and,in a majority of cases, represents all the 
rofit a paper makes, It is also a very severe 
x on the agricultural and religious newspa- 
po. He said the press generally did not think 
t fair that in order to make up the deficiency 
caused by carrying Government matter free 
and country papers free in the county of pub- 
lication, they should be compelled to bear the 
burden of the present rate, especially when the 
Government is in receipt of millions of surplus 
revenues, which are such a trouble to Congress. 
Neither did they think that the Post Office De- 
partment would lose much revenue by the pro- 
posed reduction of rates to 1 cent per pound. He 
pointed out that at present the express 
companies carried the bulk of this class of 
mailfmatter for short distances, of 200 or 300 
miles, because they carried it a shade cheaper 
than the Government. The Government, he 
said, was wane Le lean part of the business, the 
long-distance hauling, while the express com- 
panies had the fat part of the business. If the 
rates charged by the Government were cut 
down to $1 per 100 pounds, he thought that pretty 
nearly all the newspapers would be carried in the 
mails. If they were not, it would be because the 
eee companies reduced their rates. If the 
uction asked for were made, it would benefit 
all the newspapers of the country.

MINING TROUBLES THREATENED. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 7.—A large 
number of the coal miners of Western Indiana 
have been ona strike for nearly two months. 
The strike was caused by the operators demand- 
ing a reduction of 25 per cent.in the price of 
mining. The strike proceeded peaceably until 
recently, but is now assuming a threatening as- 


pect. On Saturday a delegation of strikers 
waited onthe miners in Vigo County and per- 
suaded them to strike, although these men have 
no grievances. Many miners returned to work, 
but were waited upon a second time and told to 
leave the mines and State before Thursday, the 
penalty of death being threatened if they remain. 
Great excitement prevails throughout the mines, 
and idle workmen are standing in groups, some 
advocating a return to work and others threat- 
ening destruction to the first who resumes labor.

Thomas B. Asten, President of the De- 
partment of Taxes and Assessments, hasreturned 
from his yachting trip to the Bermudas greatly 
improved in health, and was present yesterday 
ata meeting of the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment. When the estimates for this year 
were under consideration Mr. Asten refused to 
agree toan appropriation of $20,000 for clerical 
assistance to the Commissioners of Accounts, a 
body of which he is ex officio a member. He 
was firm in his determination, and when the final 
vote on the estimate was taken the other mem- 
bers of the commission had to surrender to him. 
This made Messrs. Hill and Martin, Commission- 
ers of Accounts, very angry, as it threatened to 
do away with their usefulness as inspectors of 
the various departments. Through the use of 


the plan known as transferring unexpended 
balances, however, they were enabled by a ma- 
jority vote of the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment to continue their labors. 

Mr. Asten is Secretary of the Board of Esti- 
mate and A rtionment, but the work is per- 
formed by Mr. Charles Adee, Mr. Asten’s chief 
clerk, and he is allowed in the estimates $2,400 
salary for theservice. For some unexplained rea- 
son the board has not passed a resolution order- 
ing the payment of the salary, and this made Mr. 
Asten angry yesterday. Some persons asse 
that it was because of his action on the final 

ge of the estimates that he was to be pun- 
hed in this way. When the board met yester- 
day Mr. Asten called attention to the non-passage 
of the resolution. Controller Grant expressed 
doubt as to the authority of the board to pay the 
salary, on the ground that the case was similar to 
that = the clerks of the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts. 

Mr. Asten—We have been, and are still, usin 
the services of this F ppp man as clerk, althoug 
the board has failed to pass a resolution to pay 
him, and this, too, in face of the fact that every 
member in voting on the final estimates agreed 
to an Le ag tegeeres for this purpose. When I 
returned to the city and found that this matter 
had been negle Iwas greatly surprised. 
want to say that unless some provision is made 
for a clerk I will have to resi as Secretary of 
the board, for my duties as President of the Tax 
Department do not permit me time to serve as 
your clerk. I want to know if the board sepeess 
to obtain the services of this young man without: 
remuneration. 

There was no reply to Mr. Asten, and that gen- 
tleman returned to the attack, saying: 

**Mr. Mavor, I have found out that the official 
who does his duty faithfully incurs the enmity 
of the powers that be. To act unfaithfully is to 
invite, and very justly, too, the denunciation of 
the public. Now, I am tired of all this. I want 
to resign this position and every other one that I 
hold. I am thoroughly satisfied that never within 
my memory have the affairs of the city been so 
loosely administered as they are now.” 

Mayor Edson—Mr. Asten, do you say that the 
affairs of the city are more loosely admi 
now than you have ever known them to be? 

Mr. Asten—That is what I have just said. 
os Edson—Have you any proof of the asser-

Mr. Asten—Yes, Sir. I can prove what I say. I 
have at my own expense made investigations. I 
wish I had been here when the Roosevelt com- 
mittee was here, for I could have given them 
facts and figures. I wish to say that in State 
and national politics I am a Republican, but I 
am in favor of honest local government, and 
support honest men and honest measures. I 
want ‘to get out of office, but I want to get out 
honorably and as becomes an honest man. I 
wish to tell you, Mr. Mayor, that I am not de- 

ndent on any office fora living. An examina- 
ion of my private accounts will show that what 
I paid out of my own pocket for experts in Jan- 
ba 74 was largely in excess of my salary.

Mr. Asten—I don’t know what the legal aspect 
of the case may be, but Agee recognize the 
official character of the cler ; you have been 
using his services, Some time ago when there 
was a Corporation Counsel consulted to fix 
persons in office the opinion was given that 
the Commissioners of Accounts were legally en- 
titled to clerks. I suppose that this board has 
the same right to pay its clerk as it has to pay the 
Aqueduct Commission clerks. Now look at the 
loose manner in which the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts were permitted to conduct affairs. Look 
at the Carroll coupon frauds; they permitted 
these to be perpetrated, when, if they had at- 
tended to their duties, such frauds could not 
have been a One of the Commission- 
ers permit he frauds to go on right under his 
nose. 

Mayor Edson—Under your nose, then, Mr. As- 
ten, as ade are one of the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts 

Mr. Asten—I am not, Sir, in the sense of the 
law. The Commissioners failed to recognize me 
as a member, and said that as they were not a 
board the Jaw did not require them to meet. I 
complained to the present Corporation Counsel, 
and he told me that I had no redress, and could 
not compel the Commissioners to recognize mé, 
as they were a kind of go-as-you-please affair. 
The Commissioners had no clerks the first year 
of their existence, but last year they secured 14. 
The law never intended that they should havea 
clerk. Now, Mr. Mayor, if I am negligent in my 
duty, then I am,culpable, and you ought to re- 
move me. 

Mr. Asten bad submitted a resolution to pay 
the clerk his salary, and on motion of the Mayor 
it was referred to the Controller.

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FAVORABLE REPORTS OF THE CONDITION 
_ OF THE CROP. 

MrtwavkuEE, Wis., April 7.—S. W. Tall- 
madge, of this city, has late reports from thesev- 
eral State Agricultural Departments, the United 
States Statistical Agents, and private crop re- 
ports in regard to the present condition and gen- 
eral outlook of the growing Winter wheat. The 
reports show the present condition of Winter 
wheat te be excellent, and with but a single ex- 


‘ception—that of Georgia—the promise is fora 


large yield. The acreage in Michigan, linois, 
Ohio, and some of the smaller producing States 
is considerably decreased as compared with 
the. acreage sown in the Fall of 188, but 
a large area of these States was plowed under in 
the Spring of 1883 and planted to corn, conse- 
quently the acreage to be harvested this year 
will be fully as much if not more than that of 
1883. New-York, Pennsylvania, Indiana, and 
Wisconsin report the acreage about the same as 


last year, while the Southern States show some 
increase. The Spring wheat States report the 
soil in fine condition, with eve indication 
of an ag completion of pring 
ing. T. L. Harrison, Secretary of the New- 
York State Agricultural Society, says that 
at the present time it is generally considered 
that the wheat in the State of New-York is very 
ary . The swear sree reports say the 
inter wheat is in good shape, and porn ap- 
rances promise a good outcome, W. J. Cham- 
rlain, Secretary of the Ohio State Board of Ag- 
riculture says: “Early sown wheat on good grav- 
elly loam or tiled land is prime; on flat clay un- 
drained and late sown is poor. My opinion is, 
from reports thus far received, our aan re- 
ports will show about 90 per cent. of a full aver- 
age crop for five years past.” 

H. H. Conant, Secretary of State of Michigan, 
reports no new information since his last report. 
Private ae poy say the crop of Michigan is im- 
proved and at present promises an average yield. 
Alexander Heron, Secretary of the Indiana State 
Board of Agriculture, says: “It is too early to 
make up an estimate of what the production will 
be. The weather recently has been very favor- 
one, ane nine-tenths of the reports received in- 
dicate the wheat crop progressing finely and 

romises over an average yield.” J. W. San- 

orn, Secretary of the Missouri State Board of 
Agriculture, says: “About 200 correspondents 
in this State report the wheat crop in fine 
condition. The improvement has been such since 
the last report that the average condition in the 
next report will probably be raised to 100. The 
amount of wheat held back in the farmers’ hands 
is about 17 per cent., corn 24 per cent. 

California reports the wheat in prime condition 
with inc acreage, and from the present out- 
look will produce a much larger crop than 
last year. Illinois reports the wheat as 
looking well with a promise of an average 
yield, A. J. McWhirter, Commissioner of 
Agriculture of Tennessee, estimates the 

inter wheat acreage fully 15 per cent. here ry 
this year than last, and the condition at least 10 
per cent. better. J.T. Henderson, Commissioner 
of Agriculture of Georgia, says the area in 
wheat is very very nearly, if not quite equal to, 
the average area. In North Georgia it is 5 per 
cent. greater. The stand generally was injured 
by Winter killing, but the plant is healthy and 
vigorous. The indications at present are that 
the total yield will fall below an average from 
10 to 20 per cent. John H. Strider, State 
Statistician of West Virginia, under the 
date of April 4, says: “I am in receipt of reports 
from my country co onden and they re- 
port the acreage and condition fully 110, and the 
present prospects are very flattering.’ Ken- 
tucky correspondents report the condition as 
good, with prospects of a much larger yield than 
last year. Kansas reports the outlook as very flat- 
tering, with the acreage somewhat increased 
over last year. Virginia reports the condition 
above an average, with the acreage considerably 
increased over last year, 


WHEAT IN MILWAUKEE. 


AN ADVANCE IN PRICE OF NEARLY THREE 
CENTS. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 7.—The long-ex- 
pected turn in the wheat market began shortly 
before noon to-day, and in a few hours there was 
an advance on ‘Change of nearly 3 cents. 
There were many peculiar features about to- 
day’s market. While Milwaukee is 1 cent 
usually under Chicago, it was 4 cents in ad- 
vance all day. At the opening of business this 
morning things had a discouraging aspect for the 
bulls, foreign markets being reported 6d. 
to 1s. lower. Chicago broke down to 8 


cents for the May option, but Milwaukee, 
as has been the case for a week or 
more past, stubbornly resisted the down- 
ward tendency and the option named sold 
here no lower than 84 cents, the price which it 
had touched on Friday and Saturday. June 
wheat sold here as low as 86% cents. As the 
morning advanced a better feeling developed all 
round, based at first on heavy speculative pur- 
chases in Chicago. It was reported here that 
William sous & Co. bought 2,000,000 bush- 
els of option wheat in that market on this morn- 
ing’s break. In Milwaukee there was a great 
deal of activity, but no conspicuously heav 
urchases in individual instances were reported. 

he feeling throughout the morning was very 
unsettled, and fluctuations were frequent and 
marked. The receipts of private cables 
noting an improvement in Liverpool 
was responded to by a sharp advance 
between 11 and 12 o’clock, and a further 
enhancement of values took place during the 
noon hour. May sold up to 8% cents and Juno 
up to 88 cents, the prices current at the close of 
the noon board being 86% cents for May and 
87% cents for June.

THE SECRET OF MAHONE’S POWER 
IN VIRGINIA. | 
EX-CONGRESSMAN DEZENDORF TELLS HOW 

THE ADMINISTRATION HAS INTERFERED 
IN THE POLITICS OF HIS STATE. 

WasHinetTon, April 7.—In the Danville 
investigation to-day, Mr. J. D. Blair, a member of 
the City Council, was asked on cross-examina- 
tion if, in an interview with Mr. Dunnell, of THE 
NEW-YORK Times, he said that the Danville 
circular was an exaggeration and would not 
stand close construction, but that it was a polit- 
ical document, and as such was justifiable. Wit- 
ness said he thought Mr. Dunnell had not re- 
ported him exactly. As near as he could remem- 
ber he had said that the circular was substan- 
tially true, but that some of its details might 
not be literally true. It was perhaps a little 
strained. Witness was President of the club which 
ordered the preparation of the circular. His 
firm had signed it, and he had assisted in prepar- 
ing the subsequent statements affirming its cor- 
rectness. 

Ex-Congressman John F. Dezendorf, of Nor- 
folk, testified that he wasthe regular Republican 
candidate of his district for the present Congress. 
While he believed that of the colored voters of 
Virginia, nine hundred and ninety-nine out 


of every one thousand would vote a regu- 
lar Republican ticket if left to exercise their 
own volition, yet since the advent of Gen. 
Mahone as the controlling power the colored 
vote had been manipula and controlled to a 
greater extent than ever—even to going as far as 
sending out a circular, el te fro to be signed 
by the ident of the United States, saying that 
he wished them to support the Readjuster ticket. 
The coalition vote in Virginia was almost en- 
tirely a colored vote. A circular was issued 
just before the election, stating that the Ke- 
publican National Committee wished Republic- 
ans to support the Hancock and English coali- 
tion ticket. The office-holders of the State un- 
derstood that the offices were all under the con- 
trol of Gen. Mahone. This was a fact. The Pres- 
ident himself would not deny it. These men felt 
that their tenure of office depended apes uphold- 
ing certain men and measures. Unfortunately, 
the largest portion of the colored men could not 
read and might be controlled. Witness believed 
there had been more persecution of Republicans 
by Mahone than there had been just after recon- 
struction by the Bourbon Democratic Party. 
Witness pointed to a white man sitting near him 
who was, he said, turned out of office for refus- 
ing to vote for Hancock and English, and was 
still out of Office and was without means of sup- 
port. Another instance was that of a Republic- 
an County Chairman, who was turned out of 
office for refusing tosupport the coalition ticket. 
Witness secured an appointment for this man in 
the Government Print: — in Washington. 

Senator Lapham objected. 

Witness said he was merely going to say that 
Senator Mahone then went and had him turned 
out. Mr. Rounds had told witness that Senator 
Mahone did this. . 

Senator Vance asked if witness thought it 
sible that they could have transferred a portion 
of the Republican Party tothe coalition party, 
but for the fact that the Administration ve 
the offices and emoluments and patronage of the 
party in Virginia to anybody that would come 
over to them and join them. 

“TI don’t think Mahone could hold his party 
together five minutes if it were not for the sup- 
port of the Administration.” 

Senator Vance was proceeding to question wit- 
ness in detail upon the point, when Senator Sher- 
man and Senator Lapham objected to bringing a 

0-ordinate branch of the Government into the 
nvestigation, but, after some discussion, with- 
drew their objections, leaving the matter to the 
sense of delicacy of Senator Vance. Senator 
Vance withdrew his question. 

Senator Sherman said to witness: “ You com- 
piain that a Republican Administration—” 

“I don’t complain at all; Isay it was a fact 
that they turned out those who supported them 
and put in those who worked against them, and 
who wont their money against them, and not 
only that, but who spent money contributed by 
Republicans.” 

* They worked for the success of the coalition 
party ?’ 

“ Yes, Sir; and if Hancock and English had 
been elected they would have been in the Demo- 
cratic Party to-day—Mahone and all of them.”

FIREMAN BARTLETT’S STORY. 

WasHiIncton, April 7.—Fireman Bart- 
lett, of the Jeannette, resumed his testimony this 
morning before the committee charged with the 
investigation of the loss of the, Jeannette. Wit- 
ness had spoken to several of the seamen about 
the expedition previous to. going before the 
court of inquiry. He was under arrest at the 
time for insubordination, and this prevented his 
giving full answers. He did not suppress any 
facts before the court of inquiry, but the ques- 


tions which were submitted by Collins, and 
which were ruled out, would have thrown light 
on the subject. To a _ certain. extent he 
had been afraid of the rsecution of 
the Navy Department. Naval officers were 
always resentful, and he feared that they would 
bring out the facts in regard to his insubordina- 
tion. He knew of facts reflecting on the honor 
of Melville, Chipp, Danenhower, and Ambler, 
but knew nothing reflecting on their humanity. 
The facts affecting their honor did not have any 
bearing on the result of the expedition. They 
consisted in setting a bad example to the men 
and intoxication. itness himself had taken 
drinks with Messrs. Melville and Chipp. Never 
knew of Mr. Collins being under the influence of 
liquor. Had not seen Mr. Collins write after he 
said he had been deprived of writing materials. 
Knew of no order restricting any person, except 
Mr. Collins, from going into the fire-room., 
Mr. Collins obeyed art. Collings had been 
intimate with Mr. ewcomb, as well as 
himself. He understood it was a general 
thing among the officers to make game of Mr. 
Collins. Did not know of any man on the Jean- 
nette being subjected to any outrage or indig- 
nity. In witness’s opinion the last of De Long's 
party died about Oct. 30,188]. They could have 
started in search of them by Oct. 16, It was pos- 
sible, but witness would not say it was probable, 
that they could have saved them, It was about 
six days’ journey from Geeomovialocve to 
where Long’s body was found. The observa- 
tions were not as frequent the year after Mr. 
Collins's suspension as the previous year. In 
witness’s opinion better nautical instruments 
were left behind than those taken with them. 
The compass especially did not work well. Met 
Mr. Gilder and . Jackson, correspondents of 
the Herald, at Geeomovialocve. After Mr. Mel- 
ville heard of them he said to witness: * Keep 
ad—d close mouth, for there'’sa d—d reporter 
after us.” . 

Mr. Ninderman, a seaman on the Jeannette and 
one of De Long’s party, said the expedition 
should have had better provisions, clothing, Xc. 
The Polaris, in which the witness had sailed. 
was better fitted out than the Jeannette, The 
witness adhered to the stutement made by him 
before the naval court of inquiry that Capt. 
De Long wee eet in placing the ship in the 
ice if he desired to reach Wrangell Land. He 
never knew De Long to treat Collins otherwise 
than as a gentleman.

CLOTHING THAT IS NOT DUTIABLE. 
A DECISION BY THE SUPREME COURT OF 
INTEREST TO TRAVELERS IN EUROPE. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—A question of consid- 
erable interest to travelers returning from abroad, 
namely, what constitutes ‘‘ wearing apparel in actual 
use,” which, by the law, is exempted from duty, was 
decided by the Supreme Court of the United States to- 
day,inthe case of William Astor, plaintiff in error, 
against Edwin A. Merritt, Collector. In error to the 
Circuit Court forthe Southern District of New-York. 
The plaintiff in error, acitizen of the United States 
arrived at home from a visit to Europe in 


the end of September, with his family, and 
brought with im we apparel bought 
there for his and their use, to be worn 
during the season then approaching, not excessive in 
quantity ee persons of their means, habits, and sta- 
tion in and their ordinary outfit for the Winter. A 
part of the articles had not been worn and duties were 
exacted on all those articles. This court holds that, un- 
der Section 2,505 of the Revised Statutes, exempting 
from duty “wearing apparel in actual use and other 
personal effects not merchandise,” the proper rule to be 
applied was to exempt from duty such articles as ful- 
filed the following conditions: First, wearing 
apparel owned by the passenger and in 
condition to be worn at once, without fur- 
ther manufacture; second, brought 

as a enger and intended for the use or wear of 
him: or his family who accompanied him as passen- 
gers, and not for sale or purchased or impo for 
other persons or to be given away; third, suitable for 
the on of the year which was immediately ap- 
proaching at the 6 of arrival, and fourth, not ex- 
ceeding in — » quality, or value what the passenger 
was in the habit o ordinarily providing for himself and 
his family at that time and keeping on d for his and 
their reasonable wants in view of their means, habits, 
and station in life, even though such articles had not 
been actually worn. The judgment of the Circuit 
Court is, therefore, reversed, and the case remanded 
with instructions to award a new trial. Opinion by 
Justice Blatchford.

IN MR. DEVLIN'S ABSENCE 


MR. THOMPSON’S COUNSEL TRYING 
TO STATE SOMETHING. 
AFFIDAVITS AND TESTIMONY OFFERED TO 
DISPROVE THE ASSERTIONS MADE BY 

CONTRACTOR DEVLIN. 

Despite John Devlin’s assurance to Mr 
Payne, Saturday, that he would appear every 
day before the Senate investigating committee

The Danville investigation has got as far 
as ex-Congressman DEZENDORF, whose 
views of MAHONE and his methods were set 
forth before the Senate committee yester- 
day. These views are not new. They have 
been expressed by Mr. DEZENDORF on sever-; 
al occasions, and there is plenty of independ-' 
ent testimony to show that his estimate 
of the character of the Administration’s 
friends and instruments in Virginia does 
them no injustice., But the great truth 
that the leaders of the Readjuster Party 
‘are Republicans for revenue only has per- 
haps never been more clearly and suc- 
cinctly stated .than, by Mr. : DEZENDORF 
when he told the committee that ‘if 
‘Hancock and ENGLISH had been elected 
they would have been in the Democratic 
Party to-day—Mahone and all of them.” 


The city elections in Cleveland and Cin- 
cinnati brought out only a light vote. . In 
Cleveland there were decided gains for the 
Republicans; in, Cincinnati some candi- 
dates were elected from each ticket, more, 
however, from among the Democrats than 
from among the Republicans. The result 
appears to have little political signifi- 
cance, and is particularly disappoint- 
ing to the Payne managers in the 
Legislature who had hoped to get from 
the local elections some clue to popular 
sentiment’ on the Graded Tax bill. It is 
very trying to our Democratic friends to 
have to guide their course when in power 
either by their pledges made to get power 
or by the cold light of reason. They will 
now have to struggle with the liquor ques- 
tion in Ohio, as they are struggling with 
the tariff question in. Congress,; and it 
looks as if they would come out, in both 
cases, wiser and sadder men. 


Representative Wuirr,:of Kentucky, 
and Mr. A. M. Gipson do not appear to 
consider the case against Gov. ELI Mur- 
RAY as’ closed... When the Springer com- 
mittee had heard the testimony of Mr. 
‘Justice HarLan and Speaker CARLISLE 
ithe other day it was voted to discontinue 
‘the case. But Mr. WHITE furnishes the 
‘committee with a list of witnesses who 
\should be called, and Mr. Grson offers 
to make good a number of serious 

: --if - allowed -~.to- auestion _ the 


Governor of Utah in his use of epithets. 
To him Gov. MurRay’s invective is ‘‘ Gar- 
gantuan rhetoric,” and his management 
of his case is “‘ political thimble-rigging.” 
As the charges against Gov. Murray 
were dismissed on what may be termed 
a general certificate of good character, 
and were not investigated by the com- 
mittee, but are now reiterated with ve- 
hemence, it is probable that the Governor 
will demand that the allegations be ex- 
amined and, once for all, be set at rest. 


The State Senate made itself ridiculous 
and contemptible by its course in regard 
to the Cities Civil Service bill last even- 
ing. It struck out the Fire Departments 
of New-York and Brooklyn from the bill, 
by a vote of 15 to 5, the latter being 
Messrs. Esty, THOMAS, ROBINSON, GIL- 
BERT, and BAKER, all Republicans. Of the 
yeas, 8 were cast by Republicans, as fol- 
lows: Otis, Gipps, ELLSWORTH, Fas- 
SETT, Daaarett, Low, McCartTHy, and 
Comstock. This action was _ fool- 
ish and illogical, but the Senate did 
much worse when they adopted by a viva 
voce vote the amendment of Mr. LANSING, 
which exempts from examination for 
entrance to the civil service all applicants 
who were honorably discharged soldiers in 
the civil war. The practical effect of 
this amendment will not be very great, 
because no large number of such 
applicants will be found, but the 
intention of the amendment is as dishon- 
est as itis unreasonable. It is a bid for 
the votes of the soldiers, at the expense of 
the efficiency of the service, and in a form 
which is an insult to every intelligent sol- 
dier, and which has been condemned by 
several of their organizations. The bill, 
even in its present form, will be valuable. 
The action of the Senate is none the less 
disgraceful. 


The cable railway ring is full of re- 
sources of one kind and another. It pro- 
poses to try what virtue there may be in 
a ‘‘grand mass-meeting” to discuss the 
‘* question and methods of rapid transit.” 
Like the proceedings of the commission, 
this discussion is to be directed to the sin- 
gle point of promoting the purposes of 
the cable ring. Lest the ‘speakers of 
ability” who are advertised, and no 
doubt liberally paid, to make addresses 
should fail to draw, the meeting is 
to be “enlivened with music.” A 
free concert, at which an attractive young 
person is to play the harp and certain 
‘well-known and popular” sisters are to 
‘*sing choice selections,” will no doubt 
fetch a crowd of people who have no 
more agreeable way of passing an evening, 
in spite of the ‘‘ speakers of ability” and 
the rapid transit discussion. But what 
will this prove as to the desirability of 
giving up our streets for the Standard Oil 
Company to experiment upon ? 


The Aldermen yesterday adopted a sensi- 
ble resolution declining to renew, after 
May 1, any of the permits they had issued 
for obstructing the public streets, and 
turning over the business of considering 
applications after that date to the Bureau 
of Permits in the Mayor's office. Of 
course, that is where the business be- 
longs, but it is hard to see how the Al- 
dermen will employ their sessions after 
the ist of May, since the authorization 
of meat racks, awnings, bay windows, 
barbers’ poles, and apple stands has 
been for a long time the most act- 
ively exercised function of the board. 
It is possible that they were driven into 
their good resolution by the discovery 
that some unscrupulous forger had been 
erecting himself into a co-ordinate branch 
and invading the dignity of the Aldermen 
by selling permits in their name to Italian 
merchants doing’ business on the: side- 
walks up town atthe rate of $10 each. 
The Italians who have fondly regarded 
these instruments as title deeds are es- 
pecially entitled to sympathy, since they 
could, no doubt, have procured real per- 
mits from the only genuine Board of 
Aldermen at very nearly the same rate, 


ARTHUR'S WEAKNESS ' IN NEW- 
YORK. 

It is one of: the conceded points in the 
Presidential‘ canvass of the present year 
that it will not be safe for the Republican 
Convention to nominate a candidate who is 
not reasonably sure of carrying the State 
of New-York.* President ARTHUR’s hope 
of receiving the nomination, to say noth- 
ing of his chance of election, depends 
‘absolutely " on ; his { strength © in - this 
State. In the'face of this fact it be- 
comes more and‘more clear every day 
that Mr. ArTHuR is decidedly weak in 
the State where“ he has most’ need of 
strength, and where, in the view of the 
country at large, he ought to be strong if 
anywhere. It is here that he is best 
known. It is here that his political and 
official record was made before he became 
Vice-President of the United States. Even 
his nomination for that office was a con- 
cession to the New-York men who worked 
so hard for: the nomination of Gen. 
Grant for the head of the ticket in 1880. 

The causes of his weakness here may 
not be fully understood in other States. 
It is admitted that his course in the Exec- 
utive chair has been in most respects con- 
servative, prudent, and judicious, and that 
he has made a better President than the 
country bad reason to; expect. And 
yet it is not necessary to go back 
to his career prior to! 1880 to find 
the somrces of his weakness in his 
own State. That merely furnishes light 
for the interpretation of some of his ac- 
tions since he became President. He is 
known here as a machine politician of the 
most advanced type, a believer in organ- 
ization which uses the rewards and pun- 
ishments of official power and patronage 
to promote party ends. In his present 
high position he has known better than to 
use the methods of the politician too open- 
ly, but he has not lost faith in their effi- 
cacy, for they are still the methods which 
he uses, so far as prudence permits. 

The sentimental objection to Mr. AR- 
THUR that he profited by the shooting of 


GARFIELD, and was politically in sympa-- 


thy with those who harassed his brief 


Ss “nd 

his political life, But the people do not 
forget that when he was Vice-President 
he came to the capital of this State and 
did all in his power to induce the Legisla- 
ture to re-elect as Senators the two men 
whom the people of this State desired to 
keep in retirement. Then he sacrificed 
much of the respect which he might have 
retained, and lost strength which he 
can never recover. In placing the patron- 
age of the Government at the command 
of Gen. MAHONE in Virginia he gave evi- 
dence of the insincerity of his professions 
regarding the principles of civil service 
reform which is not easily forgotten. One 
of the chief sources of the distrust with 
which he is regarded by independent voters 
is the fact that, while he has not failed 
to commend those principles in his public 
utterances, he has on many occasions dis- 
regarded them when he has had an object 
to gain in making appointments. In fact, 
whenever there has been a political object 
to gain he has made his appointments 
with a view to that object rather than the 
good of the service. Civil service reform- 
ers donot trust Mr. ARTHUR. 


Moreover, the disaster which overtook 
the Republican Party in this State in 1882 
is very largely attributed to the President. 
It was with his countenance and encour- 
agement that the political machine which 
looked to him for its inspiration forced 
upon the party a candidate who was not 
s0 much objectionable personally as the 
method of his nomination was utterly dis- 
tasteful and revolting. And now the very 
tactics that were used to secure a State 
Convention favorable to the nomination 
of Mr. FOLGER are resorted to throughout 
the State to secure delegates to Chicago 
favorable to Mr. ARTHUR. They have 
served to increase the opposition to him 
among the people, and are to be added to 
other causes of his weakness. 

That as a candidate for re-election Mr. 
ARTHUR is weak in this State is undeni- 
able. That he could not secure the Elec- 
toral vote of the State is as certain as any- 
thing political in the future can be. The 
conviction that he could not be elected is 
with many Republicans who make no 
profession of independence of mere par- 
tisan considerations a sufficient reason 
why he should not be nominated and 
why the party in his own State 
should not try to secure his nom- 
ination. The President’s strength lies 
almost wholly in that machinery of 
politics which derives its motive power 
from public office and public patronage. 
Where .that controls party action he is 
strong, but in this State it can no longer 
direct the action of caucuses and con- 
ventions, save at certain points where its 
force is concentrated. The party vote it 
can nowhere carry with it in its entirety. 
The independent vote it actually repels, 
and the candidate to carry New-York 
must have the independent vote. 


A TARIFF SKIRMISH. 


The House of Representatives yesterday 
plucked up courage to say what it will 
not do in regard to the revenue. It will 
not restore the duty on wool and it will 
not abolish or reduce the duty on spirits 
distilled from grain. This is not a 
great . deal after four months and 
more of agitated effort, but it is 
more than the extreme protectionists 
had admitted could be done, and more 
than most of the friends of reform had 
supposed, up to Saturday, would.be done. 
The vote on the wool duty was a strong 
one. The motion made by Mr. CONVERSE 
to suspend the rules and pass his bill re- 
storing the rate of 1867 required a two- 
thirds vote. It not only did not get that, 
but it did not get a majority. It was de- 
feated by 119 yeas to 126 nays. 

While the result is a negative victory for 
the revenue reformers in the Democratic 
Party, it places the party in what, in the 
parlance of politicians, is called a “ hole,” 
so far as Ohio is concerned. The Demo- 
crats, in hunting for grievances against the 
Republicans in that State last Fall, very 
foolishly and very dishonestly took up the 
slight reduction in the duty on wool. They 
must have known that no Democratic House 
could restore that duty without stultifying 
itself and breaking every pledge that the 
party had made for years on the question 
‘of the‘ tariff. * Admitting that there was 
room for difference of opinion among Dem- 
‘ocrats as'to how, or how fast, the tariff 
should be reduced, an advance in the tariff 
was, from.every conceivable point of view, 
a preposterous absurdity." The offer to 
‘make that advance was a piece of unmiti- 
gated demagogy,\ whose authors deserve 
all the confusion which they have brought 
upon themselves. 

. Moreover, the restoration of the duty 
could not in any way or in any degree 
help the wool-growers of Ohio, whatever 
they may’ themselves’ think about it. 
They have been suffering from the long 
maintenance of a high duty, not from its 
withdrawal. The low prices for their 
product is due to the stagnation in manu- 
facturing brought on by overstocking a 
market expressly limited by the operation 
of the tariff. The woolen manufacturers 
asked Congress seventeen years ago for 
the home market and got it on condi- 
tions that shut them out of all other mar- 
kets. They have had a high duty on for- 
eign woolens with a high duty on foreign 
wools, and the latter has increased the cost 
of their material and decreased that of 
their foreign rivals. Thus confined to the 
home market, and tempted by the control 
of it given them by law, they have over- 
stocked it, until they cannot pay the 
high prices formerly given for domestic 
wool. If foreign wool ‘were prohibited 
entirely it would not advance the price 
of Ohio wool one-tenth of a cent a 
pound. On the contrary, Ohio wool 
would probably bring a better price with 
no duty at all on foreign wool, because it 
is mostly used to mix with the latter. 


Most of the Democratic leaders who prom= 


ised in Ohio last Fall to raise the duty on 
wool knew this perfectly. They simply 
pandered to an ignorant prejudice to se- 
cure their immediate gain in that State. 
We wished them joy of all they got when 
they got it. They undoubtedly wish to- 
day that they had been prudent enough to 
be a little more honest. 

The vote against any reduction of the 
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son’s resolution. The ground is now 
cleared for action. Mr. MoRRISON gave 
notice that he would call up the Tariff 
bill a week from to-day. He probably 
has somewhat more hope of its pas- 
sage in the House since the vote of 
yesterday, and has this advantage, that 
the Democrats must now reduce the 
tariff, or repeal the tobacco tax, or 
abandon all pretense of lightening the 
burdens of the people. It will require 
a great deal of boldness or an uncommon 
timidity (according to the point of view) 
to abolish the tobacco tax and leave 
the tariff untouched. But, on the other 
hand, there were 37 Democrats and 2 
Democratic Independents who voted for 
raising the duty on wool and only 10 
Republicans who voted against it. Proba- 
bly every Democratic vote for this meas- 
ure would be cast against the Tariff bill, 
and there is small hope for Republican 
votes to offset them. The total vote on 
the Wool bill was light, only 245 in all. 
The ground, as we have said, is cleared. 
The decisive struggle is yet to come. 


FREE WEARING APPAREL. 


The decision of the Supreme Court, by 
which certain wearing apparel brought 
from Europe by Mr. WILLIAM ASTOR is 
held to be exempt from duty, will fill the 
protectionist mind with alarm. The 
court holds that under the provision 
of the statutes which exempts from 
duty ‘‘ wearing apparel in actual use and 
other personal effects not merchandise,” 
the articles of clothing bought in Europé 
by Mr. Astor for himself and his family, 
not being for sale and not being in excess of 
the quantity required for use by the mem- 
bers of his own household, should have 
been admitted free of duty. 

As common sense this stands high; as 
law it strikes us as being excellent; but in 
a high tariff country such doctrines are 
dangerous in the extreme. 

We beg to remind the Justices of the 
Supreme Court that it was not the inten- 
tion of the founders of the system of Pro- 
tection to American Labor (with inci- 
dental benefits to struggling manufactur- 
ers) that the Supreme Court, or any court, 
should let any article whatsoever pass our 
frontiers without payment of duty merely 
because the law in one section so provides, 
when by searching other sections express 
authority for imposing two or more duties 
might as easily have been found. 





YESTERDAYS WARNING. 

The advocates of the bill recently intro- 
duced in the Assembly, by which it is pro: 
posed that the height of dwelling houses 
in this city shall be limited to seventy feet 
upon all streets and avenues not more 
than sixty feet wide, and to eighty feet 
upon all streets and avenues of greater 
width, could not ask for a more powerful 
and convincing argument in support of 
their proposition than the destruction yes- 
terday of the St. George’s apartment 
house in Seventeenth-street. The build- 
ing was seven stories high in the 
front and-~ eight stories high . in 
the rear. A veneer of stone in 
front concealed a mass of flimsy wood- 
work that blazed and crumbled at the first 
touch of the flames. Polished marble col- 
umns and ornamental panels adorned the 
entrance and facade of this ‘‘ whited sep- 
ulchre,” whose ruins would now be full of 
dead men’s bones if the fire that so quickly 
ate out its heart had broken out in the 
night instead of at midday. There were 
apartments for fourteen families, and 
only one apartment was vacant. With- 
in the walls of ‘this : fire-trap were 
living nearly seventy persons. Some of 
the occupants say that the agents assured 
them that the building was “strictly fire- 
proof.” Before the builders had erected 
the front wall, that afterward like a cur- 
tain hid the flimsy’ wood-work, men on 
the streets had wondered how permission 
could have been gained for, the construc- 
tion“ of such) a‘ building. * Now the en- 
gineer ‘shows that this wood-work was 
continually’ in°danger from “unprotected. 
steam pipes, and that he saved the house 
from destruction three’ months ‘ago only 
by shutting off the steam. . 

As soon‘as the smoldering wood had 
broken into’ flame the fire surged upward 


through‘ convenient and unprotected ele-’ 
vator shafts ‘to the top. ¥ Some escaped by* 


reaching ' the” roofs of ‘adjoining houses;. 
some clambered ‘down a fire escape, and 


others who were near’ the ground passed. 


down‘ a’ stairway ' through { suffocating 
‘smoke. ~ The * boy who’ gave’ the’ alarm 
‘could find’ no way of ‘escape, and was res- 
cued just in time by climbing firemen. * So 
swift was the progress of ‘the flames that 
even at midday the tenants barely escaped 
‘with’ their lives, : What would have been 
the result "if the fire had broken out at 
midnight? ‘ Surely two-thirds of the’ in- 
mates of this “ fire-proof” building would 
have perished miserably. © 
*. This building was not ‘regarded as a 
“cheap tenement house.” © The ' annual 
rents were from $1,300 to $1,800, and its 
last owner paid $215,000 for it; but there 
are many cheap -. “tenement houses”. in 
this city in which tenants will never be 
in so great danger. . The St. George’s was 
a pretentious building, intended for the 
use of well-to-do persons, who are sup- 
posed to know something about the tricks 
of speculative builders in this city. Yet 
they were all deceived. ‘ Their perceptive 
faculties have now been quickened, but 
there are thousands of , others of the same 
class who can be lured into traps like this. 
While bvilders have.been allowed to 
erect lofty structures, sore fire-proof and 
others not, in all parts of the city, the in- 
terests of tenants have been shamefully 
neglected and their health and lives have 
been imperiled. Between July 11, 1881, 
and March 15, 1883, permits were granted 
for the construction of 103 buildings ex- 
ceeding 80 feet in height. Of these 63 
were to be erected above Fourteenth-street, 
and 86 of these—nearly all of them dwell- 
ing houses—were to be more than 100 feet 
high. Several of these apartment houses 
were to be more than 140 feet high, 
and the specifications of one called 
fora height of 182 feet. If those 
already erected are fire-proof, their 
influence cannot fail to be baneful. with 


83 votes were cast against Mr. THomMp- 


own tenants and upon all who occupy 
adjoining low houses. If they are not 
fire-proof, the lives of their occupants are 
continually in great danger. Tho Chief 
Engineer of the Firé Department has said 
that fire in the upper part of a building 
only 65 feet high can be controlled with 
great difficulty, and that fire beyond the 
height of 75 feet is beyond practical con- 
trol. In a lofty fire-trap the flames are 
swiftly carried to the top by the open 
shafts. Moreover, itis said that the fierce 
blaze would drive all firemen from streets 
separating these buildings from each other. 
For many years the height of all build- 
ings has been regulated in Paris by strict 
laws, the maximum height allowed on the 
widest avenues being 65 feet and 7 inches. 
A limit should be fixed in this city with- 
out delay, and the authorities should per- 
mit the erection of no more fire-traps. 
Sufficient warning was given yesterday... 
It may be emphasized by a terrible calam- 
ity if it is not heeded. ; 


OBERMANN. 


It is painful to remark that MaTTHew 
ARNOLD did not find Chicago a cultivated 
place. He says that the characteristic of 
Chicago is an affectation of culture spread 
very thin over a substance of Philistinism; 
and if there is anything that Mr.. ARNOLD 
does despise it is affectation. Nobody 
could read a page of him without feeling 
that. A story about a cultured pork- 
packer in Chicago, who had never heard 
of HERBERT SPENCER, denotes that the 
accomplished packer was not above the 
heartless sport of “stuffing” the inquir- 
ing tourists. 

The other tests which Mr. ARNOLD: ap- 
plied to detect the presence of culture 
were a trifle peculiar. He asked one 
woman which of his own works she pre- 
ferred, and she told him ‘‘Tom Brown at 
Rugby,” and ‘The Light of Asia.” > And 
he made a point of asking people ‘what 
they thought of ‘‘Obermann,” and when 
it appeared that they had never heard of 
“‘Obermann,” the evangelist of culture 
was “‘all broke up.” 

Of course, wein New-York know all 
about OBERMANN, but why people in Chi- 
cago should be expected to know about 
him, or why his name should be used as a 
shibboleth of culture, is entirely beyond 
us. He does a large business, and his beer 
is very good, especially the light Hamburg, 
of which heis sole agent. His cigars, 
however, are simply villainous, and he 
sells at two for a quarter a brand which 
you can get anywhere for 10 cents straight. 
Besides, the view of the people in the back 
room playing pool for drinks renders his 
place very ineligible for true communion 
of soul. 

Mr. ARNOLD took good care not to say 
anything about OBERMANN in New-York, 
where he ‘is known; and it showed bad 
taste, to say no worse, for him to try to 
start an Obermann boom in Chicago. 


THE SMALL-BOAT VOYAGE. 


Somebody proposes to cross the Atlantic 
this Summer in a small boat, and the press 
is now occupied in denouncing him as an 
idiot, and as far as is possible in discoura- 
‘ging him from making the attempt. This 
is very illogical, If the man is an idiot and 
his proposed voyage is an extra-hazardous 
one, why try to keep him on land? If a large 
number of prominent idiots were to under- 
take a voyage in which the chances were. 
that they would be drowned, every en- 
lightened lover of his kind and country 
ought to give them all possible encourage-. 
ment to proceed in their good work. 

In regard to crossing the Atlantic in a 
small boat, it is generally called a 
very foolhardy undertaking. In’ point of 
fact the man who goes to sea in the Sum-- 
mer in a boat so constructed that she can- 
not sink and cannot get full of water. is in 
less’ danger of drowning than the’ man 
who goes to’ sea in a big steamer.’ He 
may starve through getting out.of pro- 
visions, he may perish from want of exer- 
cise and sleep, or in consequence of expos- 
ure to weather, but he can only drown, 
‘by falling overboard. As the small-boat: 
voyager is usually in the track of vessels, 
he is in little danger of perishing from, 
want of food and water. Of course his 
“voyage must be tiresome and uncomforta-: 
ble, but it does not deserve to be classed 
‘as foolhardy, and the voyager himself is, 
‘in no way entitled to be regarded as a hero.‘

AEW-YORK ORCHESTRA SOCIETY. 


The New-York Orchestra Society, a body 
consisting of young professional and semi-pro- 
fessional musicians, who are likely, in due course, 
to succeed to the desks now held by the members 
of the Philharmonic and Symphony Societies 
of this city, gave an interesting concert 
at Stejnway Hall last evening. For about 
two years the Orchestra. Society has been 
under the tuition of Mr. William G. Dietrich, 
who directed the performance on the occasion 
we referto. For persons acquainted with cur- 
rent musical matters in New-York this state- 
ment has no slight significance. It is well known 
that to Mr. Dietrich’s personal labors in the past

The fact that Mr. Dietrich’s 
forces played the three selections with a fine vol- 
ume of tone and with brilliancy, vigor, and 
steadiness, indicates that they have reached an 
advanced stage of musical intelligence and me- 
chanical proficiency. That they have attained 
the highest grade of skill was not to 
be expected, the lack of freedom which 
comes of mastery being especially perceptible 
in Wagner’s picturesque * Faust” overture. The 
solid musical beauties of the ** Academical” over- 
ture were, however, made clearly perceptible by 
their execution of Brahms’s well-liked work, and 
their intelligent, precise, and sonorous interpre- 
tation of the symphony laid claim to hearty 
commendation. The orchestral numbers were 
supplemented by two vocal numbers, Miss 
Amy Sherwin being the vocalist. Miss Sherwin 
hasasmall but agreeable voice, and her execu- 
tion of fiorid music is facile and showy.

THE WOOL BILL DEFEATED 
AN ATTEMPT TO RESTORE THE OLD 
DUTY VOTED DOWN. ; 

A VOTE oF 119 TO 126 aGarnsT THE PROP-’ 
OSITION—THE APPEALS OF OHIO MEM 

MERS MADE IN VAIN. 


Wasuineton, April 7.—At last the Demo. 
crats havo faced the tariff question, or a branct- 
of it, and they have voted that tariff rates shalj 
not be increased, in deciding that the tariff on 
wool shall not be restored to the rate: 
in force in 1867. The Democrats, however, 
were not united. Encouraged by the gener. 
ous applause of the Republican side, more 
than one-third of all the Democrats in ‘the 
House voted with the Republicans and against 
the Democrats. The 40 Democrats who so voted - 
are probably of the number whom Mr. Randall’

back row of seats, was granted a second hear- 
ing without the formality of a vote, and 
at Mr. Morrison’s suggestion, members from 
the remote seats on the sides of the 
House began to flock down into the aisles nearer 
Mr. Converse. Mr. MoKinley was granted the 
first opportunity to speak, through Mr. Con- 
verse’s courtesy. He explained the differences 
between the 1867 tariff, proposed to be restored, 
and that of 1883, and stated that -in 
March last he had been compelled to vote 
for the reduction now objected to, or to reject 
the entire Tariff bill. He appealed to members 
to do “equal and exact justice” to the wool- 


growers, directing his appeal alike to Democrats 
and Republicans. To convince the Democrats 
he reminded them that in Ohio they had promised 
during the election last Fall that the first thing 
Congress would do would be to restore the duty 
on wool.

At all times, and in all ciroum- 
stances, in our northern climate, wool was an 1n- 
dispensable article of daily consumption. It was 
shelter to the houseless, covering to the shiver- 
ing, and fuel when the light of fire was extin- 

uished. To workmen, artisans, and mechanics, 
abor without the pe ot woolen clothing 
would be insufferable, and their condition would 
be miserable indeed. If these remarks were true 
ordinarily, how painfully true now. This had been 

a Winter of unexampied severity, more than 
half a million men were out of employment, and 
strong men everywhere were seeing their fami- 
lies starving because they could not get the work 
they were anxious to do. Had the House of 
Representatives nothing more to say than this, 
that the necessaries of life should be increased in 
pence. The very proposition was a mockery of 
heir misfortunes. To pass this bill would be to

In the midst of this de- 
egy» did the House propose to add 
© their burdens by increasing the price of 
raw materials? Oneof the chief causes of the 
present depression was the high price of foreign 
wool. To-day, even as the law stood, the price 
of foreign wool to American manufacturers was 
nearly 60 per cent. higher than it was at the port 
of shipment. In American mills  300,000,00¢ 
pone of wool were used in 1880, Of this, 
5,000,000 pounds were imported. There wag 
enough power in- the mills: to pro. 
duce nearly twice as much as they did. 
American mills could manufacture 600,000,- 
000 pounds annually. The high duty prevented 
the manufacturer from getting the wool he re- 
uired to have in order to make up for the de- 
ciency of home production, and by this — 
tariff he was kept from the markets of the world. 
England sold abroad $120,000,000 worth of woolen 
oods annually. America sold abroad scarcely 
$100,000 worth. Pass this bill and increase the 
ae of foreign wool, and the House would add to 
he embarrassment of every woolen manufactur- 
er, compe! a further reduction of wages, and lock 
still more —— against him the markets of the 
world. From 1847 to 1860 farmers got 5 cents 
per poms more than they did during the period 
of the high protective tariff. In England, when 
the a. een was made to take the duty off 
wool, it was antagonized b the wooi- 
but the result had m that the 
rice of wool had steadily advanced. He 
jeved that if wool were put on. 
the free list to-day, with a corresponding reduc~ 
tion in the duty on woolen goods, the result 
would be a large increase of manufacturers, a 
large increase in the number of operatives 
employed, at least 10 r cent. increase in 
the price paid to the farmer, and a reduc- 
tion of 2 per cent. to the people who 
had to buy woolen goods.

THE EDUCATION BILL PASSED. 

By remaining in continuous session from 
noon until Jate to-night, the Senate succeeded in 
finally disposiag of Mr. Blair's bill to extend na- 
tional aid to the common schools of the States 
and ‘Territories. Messrs. Morgan, Butler, 
Ransom, Sauisbury, and other opponents of 
the measure fought it fiercely, inch by 
inch, and wasted hours of time in speeches 
ion every possible pretext, although it was cer- 
tain that the bill was bound to pass with the cau- 
cusamendments. The only break in the dreary 
monotony of the debate was when Mr. Vest re- 
plied to a fervent argument in support of the 
bill by Mr. Voorhees. . Mr. Vest followed the ex- 
pmple set by Mr. Morgan on Saturday of denounc- 
ing such of his Democratic brethren as dared to 
vote for amendments agreed upon ina Republican 


conference. He discovered that his party friends 
vere like a convention of monkeys, who con- 
ducted their deliberations with great decorum 
until somebody threw a lot of nuts among them 
end each monkey made a dive for the nuts. The 
Republicans had thrown a big handful of nuts 
to the Democrats, and if “the menagerie from 
Jndiana”—Mr. Voorhees—did not get its share it 
-would not be the fault of that Senator. 
' The first vote taken wason the amendments 
yeducing the total appropriations from $105,000,- 
000 to $77,000,000, and the number of annual pay- 
ments from 10 years to 8. This was the scheme 
decided upon at the Republican conference, and 
it was carried by a vote of 38 to 12. The vote 
was somewhat mixed, some Senators voting in 
the negative because they were opposed to the 
whole bill, and others because they wanted the 
larger appropriation. It was agreed to base the 
computation of illiteracy upon the census _ of 
1880, and then there was a long debate over Mr. 
Hoar’s amendment that the money should be so 
used as to provide for the equalization of school 
privileges to all children, without distinction of 
race orcolor. The amendment was agreed to. 
Mr. Sherman provoked numerous speeches by 
moving to insert a provision that the appropria- 
tion should be given only to schools not sectarian 
in character. <A roll-call was demanded on 
this question. Eighteen Senators voted against 
jt and 82 in its favor. Another stream 
of oratory was tapped by Mr. Har- 
rison’s amendment providing that no State 
or Territory should receive any of the benefits of 
the act until its Governor should file with the 
Secretary of the Interior detailed information 
concerning the common _ school system, the 
money expended, &c., in this State. Messrs. 
Williams, Ransom, Hawley, and others were 
greatly shocked at such an attempt to 
give orders to the Governor of a State, and 
although Mr. Garland and others Fo wg out 
that the proposition was not a mandate, 15 Sen- 
ators voted in the negative, while the amend- 
ment was carried by the votes of the 82 others 
resent. Mr. Brown tried in vain to have the 
uty of furnishing the information put upon 
some State officer, under the direction of the 
Governor. Various other amendments were 
ndopted, including one to omit the Dis- 
trict of Columbia from the rovisions 
of the bill, about 10 speeches being made on each 
roposition. More than that number were made 
fore Mr. Harrison carried his amendment re- 
quiring that no greater part of the money ap- 
ropriated by the bill should be paid to any State 
bo any year than thesum expended out of the 
money raised by the State for common school 
puposes in the preceding year. 

n. Logan led a sharp attack on the twelfth 
pection of the bill, which permitted any State to 
nse the money given it for industrial education 
pr the education of teachers provided the illiter- 
acy in the State was not over 8 per cent. of its 
population. The attack was succeesful, and 
the section was stricken out by a viva voce 
vote. On Mr. Harrison’s motion an amendment 
was adopted, to the effect that no second or sub- 
sequent allotment should be made to any State 
or Territory unless the Governor of such State 
should file with. the Secretary of the Interior the 
information called for in the amendment previ- 
ously adopted. Another war of words was ew 
over Mr. Harrison’s proposition giving the 
fecretary of the Interior power to hear 
and examine complaints of misappropriation 
or unjust discrimination in the use of the funds 
given by the bill, and to report the result to Con- 

ress. Mr. Garland tried to substitute * receive” 

or “ hear and examine,” and failed for want of 
oniy one vote, 23 Senators voting in the affirma- 
tive and the same number in the negative. The 
Harrison amendment was then adopted by a yote 
of 2% to 22. 

After the weary Senators had disposed ofall 
the mana amendments and were congratulat- 
ing themselves that they would soon be able to 
adjourn, Mr. Butler raised a breeze by moving 
the addition of asection requiring the money 
appropriated by the act to be raised by a direct 
tax apportioned among the States. Mr. Hoarmade 
the point of order that the Senate had no con- 
stitutional right to originate a tax bill, but Mr. 
Edmunds decided that the point was not well 
taken. The amendment was rejected—yeas 6, 
nays 38. The bill being completed as in Com- 
mittee of the Whole, was reported to the Senate 
and ordered to a third reading. The bill was 
then passed by the following vote, [Republicans 
in roman, Vemocrats in italics :]

THE -ROAD'TO BE OPEN FOR BUSINESS ON 
THURSDAY. 

Boston, April 7.—The annual meeting 
of the Mexican Central .Railroad Company 
was held here to-day. The report submitted 
by the Directors shows: Gross earnings for 
1888, $8,583,414; operating expenses, $1,988,- 
048; net earnings, $1,595,366. The Directors say 
that 296 kilometres of track were constructed 
during the year on the Southern Division, and 
600 kilometres on the Chihuahua Division. The 
board considered it expedient to concentrate the 


working force on the main line, and only mode- 
rate progress was therefore made on the Tam- 
pico Division. The supplementary conces- 
sion of April 12, 1883, rovides among 
other things. that the entire system must 
be completed by April 12, 1893. As more than 800 
kilometres have been built since ppen 13, 1883, 
no further construction is required by the con- 
tracts with the national Government until April 
1887, except upon the Pacific line. The full 
amount of subscriptions Nos. 1, 2,3,and 4, ag- 
gregating $31,195,000, has been paidin and set- 
tledin full. The Treasurer expects to close out 
the construction accounts of the main line by 
July 1, 1884. ,

CAMILIO FARACH’S DEATH. 
—_- 
THE SWORD-CANE FOUND NOT THE WEAPON 
WHICH GAVE THE WOUND. 

The facts elicited in the case of Camilio 
Farach, who was found dead in New-Brighton, 
Staten Island, on Saturday, are thought by 
the Staten Island authorities to warrant 
the conclusion that the death was the 
result of a duel between Farach and Antonio 
Flacomio, who is under arrest charged with his 
murder. Dr. T. J. Thompson, of Clifton, 
made an autopsy in the afternoon and 
discovered that the sword thrust had 


not gone completely through the body as was at 
first supposed, but that the wound under the 
shoulder was entirely separate. In the wound in 
the breast the weapon had cut the fourth rib 
entitely in two, and penetrated the left june. 
It wasa straight, narrow incision, such as could 
not have been made with the sword that was 
found on the body. The cut on the back was 
only a slight flesh wound. Both wounds had ob- 
viously been made by a flat blade. 

Coroner Lea continued his investigation last 
evening at Stapleton in a little room in the base- 
ment of the Police Head-quarters Building,which 
was crowded half an hour beforethe examination 
began. Ramondo Farach, the brother of the 
dead man, was accompanied by another brother 
and a brother-in-law, Saro Microtta. There was 
no Bible to swear the witnesses upon, and the 
Coroner therefore administered the oath without 
gn 

James Fields, the laborer who found the body, 
testified that while he was going across 
the fields about 12:20 o’clock, on his way back 
from dinner, he thought he saw a man stand- 
ing near the place where he found the 
bieeding corpse a few minutes afterward. He 
lost sight of the man the next moment, 
and, upon crossing a fence, saw the 
dead body upon the ground. He was 
not sure whether the man he saw 
first was the one he found dead afterward or not. 
When Field had concluded his testimony, Juror 
George H. Macklin, who is the Town Clerk of 
Middletown, suggested that a stenographer _be 
sppctane to take ,the evidence. Coroner 
thought the idea was a good one, and Thomas 
Falan, the court stenographer of Richmond 
County, was given a table and pene and ink. 
Then Field was made to detail his testimony 
over again. 

Two women and two boys swore to having 
seen a stranger in the vicinity of the place where 
the dead man was found, just before 
the body was discovered, whom they 
thought to be Camillo Farach. Ramondo 
Farach testified that his brother Camilio 
had said to him a few days before his death that 
Flacomio was jealous of his wife on his (Ca- 
milio’s) account. Fla¢omio was not present dur- 
ing the examination. The testimony of the bar- 
ber will be taken this evening. 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN WYOMING. 


HOW EXPERIENCE OF ITS WORKINGS HAS 
CHANGED THE OPINIONS OF A FORMER 
ADVOCATE, 

The following letter from a lady resident 
of Wyoming Territory was read in the Massa- 
chusetts House of Representatives by Mr. Will- 
iams, of Foxboro, during the recent debate on 
woman suffrage, Mr. Williams explaining that 
the letter was written by one who was herself an 
advocate of woman suffrage before she saw how 
the “ refurm” worked in Wyoming: 


WYOMING TERRITORY, Jan. 27, 1884. 
Mr. WILLIAMS: I received a few days since a 
request to make a statement with regard to 
woman suffrage in Wyoming. I presume you 
wish my opinion of its workings—whether it 
works well or not. It looks to me like this: The 
man who has a wife controls two votes instead of 
one, and he who has grown-up daughters controls 
just as'many as he has daughters. Women are 
emotional, and will invariably do as desired to 
make the home pleasant. I havelived in Wyoming 
eight years, and in a town where 500 votes are 
polled, and I have looked into this matter with a 
good deal of interest, and us yet I have not 
known one-half dozen women to vote different 
tothe male members of the family. And I have 
seen and known of very bitter feelings being en- 
gendered because one woman did not vote for 
another woman’s husband when he was running 
for office. I have talked with many women, not 
only in R—, but in Lawrence City, with regard 
‘to whether they wished to vote, and without ex- 
ception they unanimously vote it a bore and 
dread election time. I am a Republican, and 
naturally wish to see that party triumph and I 
tell you candidly I would never vote only that I 
think my vote will make some Democratic wom- 
an’s vote null. I cannot say how woman suf- 
frage would work in Massachusetts. There the 
women are better educated and desire suffrage, 
and many women pay taxes on property; here I 
don’t know of one who pays anything but a poll 
tax, and our population is largely foreign, being 
made up of all nationalities, and, indeed, i know 
very few have any idea of politics and 
could not tell what Democracy consisted of, 
and have not the least idea of the 
difference between a Democrat and Kepublican. 
Now, we in a Territory only vote for county 
officers, and we women have no voice in nomi- 
nating men for office, primaries and conventions 
being only open to men; but after delegates 
have made the nominations they are very glad to 
have the women come in and help to elect them, 
and they can make themse!ves (these candidates) 
a agreeable to the ladies up to election time 
and ignore them after. We women might, of 
course, demand to be admitted to primaries, but 
I have been unabie, after considerable effort, to 
ew one half-dozen who would go. They simply 
on’t care anything about it only so far as help- 
ing some one they are interes in who is run- 
ning for office. ow, we all readily admit that 
the best man should be elected, regard.ess of 
party; yet I venture to say not two women in 
the Territory would vote for a Republican if her 
husband were a Democrat, or vice versa, and, 
indeed, most women take their tickets from their 
husbands and never look at them at all, but cast 
them in, andif there is any scratching done it is 
never by the women. This is a brief statement 
of the question asl seeit. Respectfully,

KILLED BY HER HUSBAND 


A TRAGEDY WHICH HAS CAUSED 
EXCITEMENT IN ALTOONA. 

DR. LOUIS M. BEACH CUTS HIS WIFE'S 
THROAT AND THEN CHOPS HER HEAD 
OFF—THY MURDERER ARRESTED. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., April 7.—A special 
dispatch to the Times from Altoona, Penn., says: 
“While * Levi Knott, a well-known resi- 
dent of this city, and his family were 
at breakfast this morning they were 
startled by the sudden entrance of Dr. Louis W. 
Beach, Mr. Knott’s brother-in-law, who burst 
into the room, haggard and _  wild-eyed, 
with his clothes disordered and his 
hands and shirt front covered with blood. 
The doctor’s manner alarmed the family, and 
they asked what was the matter. It was some 
time before the doctor, who was breathless and 
had apparently been running, could command 
himself sufficiently to speak, but he showed 
his bloody hands and pointed to his bloody 
clothes. The sight s0 overcame Mrs. 
Knott that she fainted. While her hus- 
band and children were attempting to re- 
vive her, Dr. Beach sank into a chair and 
buried his face in his bloody hands. Then he got 
up and began to pace the room excitedly, the 
blood which his hands had left on his face 
adding horror to his insane appearance. Finally 
he burst out: “Mary is dead. I killed her. Do 
what you please with me.” At these words Mrs. 
Knott again fainted, and it was some time before 
she could be brought to. One of the children 
ran out screaming and a number of persons soon 
gathered. Knott, leaving his wife, who has long 
been in delicate health, to the care of some wom- 
en, seized the doctor by the arm and marched 


him out of the house and to the Mayor's office. 
where he handed the murderer over to the Chief 
Magistrate of the city. The doctor was locked 
up, and several police officers, attended by a 
large crowd of people, proceeded to the doctor's 
residence on Eleventh-avenue. 

The doctor, in his flight from the scene of his 
bloody deed, bad left the front door — 
and the policemen and the people w ked 
in. A _ dead silence’ reigned in _ the 
house. Itwasafterward learned that the ser- 
vant of the family had gone to her home in an ad- 
joining village to spend Sunday, and had not yet 
returned. The police found everything in order on 
the first floor, but, ascending the stairs and enter- 
ing the bedroom, they came upona horrible sight. 
Dressed in her night clothes and lying crosswise 
on the bed, lay the doctor’s wife, with her 
head nearly severed from her body. The head, 
attached to the body by a small ligature, hung 
down over the side of the bed, and the bed, fur- 
niture, carpet, pictures, and ornaments were 
covered with biood. On the floor near the body 
lay two surgeon’s knives, askeen as razors. One 
ot them had a blade 10 inches long. A 
butcher's cleaver also lay near by, covered 
with blood and hair. Strong men turned away 
sick from the_ horrible sight. It . was 
evident from the position of the body, 
from the way the head-board and walls 
were bespattered, that the doctor had 
cut his wife’s throat while she slept, and had 
then dragged her across the bed and chopped off 
her head with the cleaver. The police soon 
cleared the house, ahd an undertaker took away 
the body. 

An inquest was held this forenoon, at which 
the murderer was present. He was somewhat 
more composed than when he appeared at 
Mr. Knott’s breakfast table, but still appeared 
much excited. He did not attempt to deny 
or justify his crime, but said repeatedly: “I did 
it. Shoot me or hang me, and the sooner you do 
it the better.” The Coroner's ae! rendered 
a verdict to the effect that the woman 
was murdered by her husband. This afternoon 
he was taken to the county jail at Holidaysburg. 
On the ig! from the lock-up to thestation he was 
followed by a large crowd of men, women, 
and children who hooted and yelled and menaced 
him with their hands, crying: “ Hang the mur- 
derer, lynch him.” There was, however, no real de- 
monstration made to harm him, and many believe 
him to be insane. While being hooted by the 
people he showed no signs of fear, and, in fact, 
sprees calmer than at any other time during 

e day. 

Dr. Beach, who is a homeopathist, came to this 
city ll years ago, and soon built up a good prac- 
tice, which he has enjoyed ever since. e is 
about 45 years old, rather tall and good looking, 
and was distinguished for his pleasant manners 
and entertaining conversation. Only yesterday 
he joined the Lutheran Church on profes- 
sion of faith. His wife was present at the 
coremnony. Beach graduated at the Hahnemann 
Medical College in Philadelphia 15 yearsago. He 
has only been married a year, and it is said his 
domestic life has not been happy. His wife, who 
was a well-formed, stylish-loo ing woman, was 
a widow when he married her. it is said that 
Beach has a divorced wife in Harrisburg.

DR. NEWMAN’S DEMANDS. 
—_——_—a——_——— 
PROPOSITIONS FROM THE OPPOSITION AND 
WHAT HE ASKED IN RETURN. 

A messenger boy delivered a note in 
Deacon Ranney’s office last night. It was opened 
before a dozen gentlemen who had called to talk 
over the affairs of the Madison-A venue Church. 

“ Does be still insist 7?” asked Trustee Hopkins. 

Deacon Ranney answered with simply a nod. 

The following explanation was given a TIMES 
reporter: 


After the oopaites appetites at the suggestion of 
the Advisory Council met several times and failed 
to effect a compromise through the demands of Dr. 
Newman’s people, the attempt was given up in despair. 
The bad state of affairs was made known to Dr. A. H. 
Giapp. one of the Advisory Council, and he suggested 

perhaps if Dr. Newman would consent to be in- 
stalled it would heal the difficulties. We took the mat- 
ter under consideration, and Dr. Clapp saw Dr. Newman 
to find whether he was so willing to be installed, as had 
been claimed by his friends. Finally we submitted the 
following propositions: 

Will Dr. Newman consent to join our church and to 
sever all connection with the Methodist Church? 

Will he consent to be installed as Pastor? 

Will he become connected with some regular Congre- 
gational association ? 

Will he consent to change his style of preaching—that 
is, to preach the Gospel, and not his travels, politics, 
and other secular matters ? 

Will Dr. Newman forget the past, so far as possible, 
and treat all in the church alike as brethren ? 

Will he consent to change the church manual, and 
make it purely Congregational ? 

These were the propositions menttoned_by Dr. New- 
man in the pulpit on Sunday morning, and to which he 
sayshe will make “ respectful and definite’ answer. 
A we sent them to Dr. Newman we heard no more 
of them until one week ago last Saturday, when he 
talked over the matter with Dr. Clapp in his study for 
nearly two hours. At that interview Dr. New- 
man said that he would not consent to be 
installed unless Deacons Cummings, 
and Meigs resigned from the board, and 
others be elected in their place, so that he might have 
full control. When we heard of that of course we 
were indignant and refused to listen to it. At a meet- 
ing of the church members last Friday a resolution was 

ed unanimously rejecting the proposition of Dr. 

ewman as one to which they would under no circum- 

stances submit, and upholding the three Deacons 
alluded to in the course they had taken. 

Dr. Clapp saw Dr. Newman again, but he was firm_in 
his demand. When Dr. Clapp went away he told Dr. 
Newman that if he wanted to see nim again he might 
send him word. Nothing more was heard of the matter 
until thie morning, when Dr. Clapp received a note 
from Dr. Newman making an appointment. This after- 
noon Deacon Foster and Dr. Newman went to Dr. 
Clapp’s office in the Biple House, and had another long 
conference. The result of it we have just learned. Dr.

MARTIN L. CROWELL. 

Martin L. Crowell, one of the oldest un- 
derwriters in the city, died last night after an 
iliness of over two months. His ailment was 
cancer of the stomach, and his sufferings for the 
past four weeks were intense. He was born in 
this city on Nov. 6, 1819, and after a brief term in 
the public schools entered the old ** Contribu- 


tionship” Fire Insuronce Company, with which 
he remained until its dissolution by the great 
fire of 1835. He was then coproee in other in- 
surance companies until the Manhattan Com- 
pany was established, which he entered as 
chief clerk. When the Irving Insurance Com- 
= was formed in 1851 he was made Secre- 

ry and afterward President, which position 
he retained until the death of the company from 
losses sustained atthe Chicago fire. When the 
resent Irving Insurance Company was formed 
ewas made President. Mr. Crowell was for 
many years the Chairman of the Fire Patrol 
Committee of the New-York Underwriters, and 
the patrol’s present efficieney is largely due to 
his constant supervision over all the details of 
its management. So great was his success with 
the New-York Patrol that he was called onto 
organize the present systemin Chicago after the 
great fire. For the past three years Mr. Crowell 
had been Treasurer of the New-York Board of 
Fire Underwriters. In his private life he was 
very quiet and reserved, and, while never promi- 
nent before the public except in insurance busi- 
ness, enjoyed the esteem and respect of all who 
knew him. He was marrried Dec. 14, 1840, to Miss 
Eliza Wildey, who, with a family of four sons 
and two daughters, survives him.

VERY LOOSE IN SOME {CASES AND 
VERY TIGHT IN OTHERS. 
SOMMISSIONER MASON’S EXPLANATION OF 

A POLICE TRIAL—SOMETHING MORE 


ABOUT THE GAMBLERS. 

The Roosevelt investigating committee 
eontinued its examination of the methods of the 
Police Department yesterday, in the presence of 
an audience which filled the large parlor of the 
Metropolitan Hotel. Commissioners Mason, Mat- 
thews, and Nichols, Inspectors Byrnes and 
Murray, and Police Captains Williams and Mur- 
phy were interested spectators. As soon as the 
committee assembled Mr. Mason demanded to be 
heard in regard to the trial of Officer Lemlein for 
playing policy and being found in a policy shop 
when Mr. Comstock raided it, the facts of which, 
he said, had been misrepresented. The examina- 
tion of Mr. Comstock was suspended for this 


purpose. 

Commissioner Mason said,in answer to ques- 
tions by ex-Judge Russell, that he conducted 
the trial of officer Lemlein on the charges pre- 
ferred by Mr. Comstock. The papersin the case 
show that Mr. Comstock wrote a letter to Inspect- 
or Murray stating that Lemlein had been found 


in the Cannon-street guley shop. The board 
then had a letter sent to Mr. Comstock asking 
him tc makea formal’ complaint, which he de- 
clined to do. The complaint was then made by 
Acting Superintendent Thorne. On the first trial 
day Lemlein was tried.: Commissioner Mason re- 
ceived no request from Mr. Comstock to post- 

one ‘the case, and as he was not present with 

is witnesses, the Commissioner went on with 
the trial. When it was nearly through 
he discovered a pencil memorandum on the com- 
plaint, ‘*‘ Comstock requests that this case be 
postponed until Sept. 13.°° The testimony was 
then nearly all in, and the trial was continued. 
“T would not pvstpone any trial for any man,” 
said the Commissioner, ** without some reason 
Was given to me. Hada Comstock even written 
to me ard said he had a sick child in the country 
80 that he could not attend, 1 would have post- 
Foned the trial. When heasked meto reopen 

he case the board had finally passed on it and it 
could not be reopened.” 

In regard to the Louisiana Lottery the witness 
said that on receiving Mr. Comstock’s letter on 
Sept. 21, 1881, Commissioner French called the 
Superintendent, Inspectors, and Captains to- 
gether, read them the letter, and told them to 
get all the evidence they could about the lottery, 
and break it up. , 

On cross-examination by Mr. Miller, Commis- 
sicner Mason said that as he heard nothing from 
Conistock he at first supposed that Officer Lem- 
lein had used some influence to induce Mr. Com- 
stock not to appear. That was often the case 
with witnesses. Lemlein is equally trustworthy 
with Comstock, and his record is thoroughly 
good. * I believed hisstory then, and I believe it 
now,” said the Commissioner. * He had been on 
the force 10 years, and had been fined but 13 days 
during that time. Lemlein swore that he was 
sent to the policy shop by his Captain to procure 
evidence, and I believed him.” 

. “ Did you believe that he was leaning on the 
courter with a policy-book before him, as Mr. 
Comstock asserted ?*? asked Mr. Miller. 

The witness objected to.answering this ques- 
tion, but Mr. Roosevelt ruled that it was a_per- 
fectly proper one, and he finally said: “I at- 
tached sufficient weight to Comstock’s letter to 
have charges made upon it. I don’t think now 
that I would try an officer on Mr. Comstock’s 
word unless he swore to his charges.” 

Mr. Miller—You know, do you not, that Mr. 
Comstock made a raid on that Cannon-street 

licy shop and arrested the preprietor, and that 
t was done without the knowledge of the police? 

“It was done without my knowledge.” 

“ Did you ever take any trouble to see if Capt. 
Copeland knew of that raid, with a view to hav- 
ing charges made against him under the rule of 
the board if he did not ?”’ 

“I did not believe that Capt. Copeland had 
neglected his duties, and I took no pains to find 
out. One policeman knew of the raid, for Lem- 
lein was in the shop.” 

.“* Did you ‘ waive the rule’ in the case of Capt. 
Copeland ?”” 

“No, Sir.” 

The case of William J. Collins, who was re- 
pees by the committee of surgeons for mitral 
nsufficiency, and was afterward sent back for 
re-examination by Mr. Mason, and pagsed, was 
called to his attention. Hesaid that he*did not 
know what mitral insufficiency meant, but if 
the doctors pronounced Collins cured on the 
second examination, that was enough for him, 
and be was satisfied. In the case of Frederick 
W. Shibles, who was appointed on Nov. 8, 1883, 
although his height was only 5 feet 634 inches, or 
three-quarters of an inch below the required 
measurement, Mr. Mason said that he could not 
remember why the rule was waived. 

* Do you not believe that the rule was waived 
because this man had a strong political puil ?” 

“I don’t know. I never had a man appointed, 
examined, or removed through politica! infiu- 
ence alone. Shibles was Mr. Nichols’s man, and I 
don’t remember what was done in his case, but if 
there’s any blame to be attached to the board I 
want to bear my shareof it. I’m as bad as any 
of them.” 

George F. Lewis was appointed on the force 
April 24, 1883. The papers show that he was re- 
ected because he was suffering from varicocele; 

@ was again examined and passed. Chief Sur- 
geon Henry reviewed the record, refused to ap- 
prove it, and attached the following certificate 
to the application: r 

“T hereby certify that I have carefully reviewed the 
foregoing record of examination, and find the same to 
be not in accordance with thé instructions of the board. 
On Feb. 7 the man had varicocele, and was rejected by 
Drs. Dorn, Dexter, and Voorhees. On March 23 Drs. 
Dorn, Dexter, and Gook examined him and passed him, 
although he still has a varicocele. He is not cured.” 

Mr. Miller read this certificate and then asked: 
“Can youexplain to this committee why Lewis 
Was appointed on the force after this explicit 
statement by the Chief Surgeon ?” 

“IT cannot remember,” answered Commissioner 
Mason, “the facts about that appointment. I 
can’t say whether I voted to waive the rule or 
not. If I did I had some good reason for it.” 

Anthony Comstock was recalled. He contra- 
dicted the Commissioner very pointedly in regard 
to the Lemlein case. Hesaid that he wrote to 
Chief Clerk Hawley declining to appear except 
as a witness, because he considered it the duty of 
the police to make the charges. The trial wasset 
down for Sept. 6. Onthe day before Mr. Com- 
stock sent to head-quarters a request tor an ad- 
journment of the case to Sept. 13, and his mes- 
senger returned and toid him that the adjourn- 
ment would be made. On Sept. 13 he saw Com- 
missioner Mason before the board met, showed 
him the number in the policy-book which the 
writer had told him that Lemlein had played, 
and asked him to reopen thecase. He said it was 
closed, and nothing more could be done. 

Mr. Comstock said that on Jan. 26, 1882, he se- 
cured a warrant for the arrest of Isaac Franks, 
at No. 88 Pine-street. He gave notice to Capt. 
Caffrey, and took Detective Oates with him to 
make the arrest. Franks was away from his office 
that day, and it was arranged to arrest him the 
nextday. The next morning Capt. Caffrey went 
to Mr. Comstock’s office and tcld him the Super- 
intendent had ordered him notte execute the 
warrant, because Comstock had handed the war- 
rant to the detective. “I then went to the 
Tombs, saw Justice Power, and told him the 
Captain refused to execute his warrant. The 
Juage ruled that I was a peace officer and had a 
right to call on the police for aid. Capt. Caffrey 
and I then went to see Mr. Walling, who told the 
Captain that he had dene right. Two months 
atter I found that Franks had started an- 
other — at No. 96 Pine-street, and I arrested 
him myself, and Ifad him convicted. It was just 
after I had succeeded in getting the lottery men 
indicted that the Superintendent issued the order 
that no officer should take a warrant from me, 

use I was a citizen. Until I went before the 
Grand Jury against Simmons andthe gamblers 
I had no trouble in getting my warrants execut-; 
ed by the police. You must draw your own in-* 
ferences. I then had a bill introduced in the As- 
zembly to “ited oursociety further power tomake 
arrests. Superintendent Walling and Capt. 

Walsh went to Albany to oppose this bill, and did 
Pppose it with all their power before the Assem- 
bly committee. Their opposition was confined 
chiefly to making infamous cnornee pe me, 
which were disproved, and Mr. Walling after- 

sent the same false charges to Washington.” 
he witness gave a number of instances in 
which he asserted that the police had warned 
blers of arrests and raids which he intended 
$9 make, and then aided them to escape. “ On 
Jan. 27, 1881," he said, ‘I had warrants for the 
arrest of policy men at No. 230 Greenwich-street. 
I took them to Sergt. James, of the Tombs Po- 
lice Court, and asked him to serve them, but he 
declined. I then went to the Captain of the 
Twenty-seventh Precinct, who ly is me 
the mey I wanted, and I started for the place. 
As I entered I met Officer Dwyer, who had been 
in Sergt. James’s room when t asked bim to 
serve the warrants,coming out of the shop. 
He was confused, but passed on hurriedly by 
me. Ifound the scuttle of the building open 
and my men gone. Sergt. James told me, when 
I asked him about Dwyer, that he had sent him 
with a message to a man named Robinson, whom 
he wanted to see.” 

“In January, 1883,” continued the witness, “* I 
secured warrants at Jefferson Market for the ar- 
rest of gamblers in Al Adams’s place, No. 102 
West Thirty-second-street. Iwent with them to 
the West Thirtieth-street station-house and 
showed them to Sergt. Westervelt, who was at 
the desk. I told him that I had been informed 
that if 1 sought aid from him I should be * given 
owes,’ but I meant to give him a chance to nail 
the lie. He looked over the warrants, ordered 
the doorman to get four men in citizens’ clothes, 
and then went into the back room, where he 
held a converration with somebody in a low 
tone. Ashe returned to the desk Officer Schile 
came from the back room buttoning up his coat, 
left the station-house, and started onarun to- 
ward Seventb-avenue. I sent an assistant to 
follow him, and while I was talking with 
Capt. Williams my man returned. He said 
that Officer Schile went directly to a liquor- 
Saloon next door to Al Adams's place; that 
as soon as he entered a man w a white 
apron came running out and went into the gam-

MRS. MORSE HELD FOR LOSING HER CUS- 
TOMERS’ MONEY. 

A number of women, handsomely dressed 
in silks and furs, sat on a bench in Justice 
Duffy’s private room yesterday morning and 
cast withering looks at Mrs. Carrie Morse, a 
rather fine-looking blonde, who divided her time 
between returning the looks and turning to 
her handkerchief whenever her counsel became 
Dathetically eloquent. Complaints were heard 
from Mrs. Mary A. Bronk end Mrs. Mary 
De Witt, who allege that Mrs. Morse induced 
them under false pretenses to embark on the 
sea of speculation under her care and then 
wrecked them by bad pilotage. Mrs. Bronk is a 
shrewd-looking woman, with a very determined 
air and a surprising knowledge of stocks. She 
said that Mrs. Morse had represented herself as 
the head of the Ladies’ Investment Bureau, at 
No. 47 West Thirty-seventh-street, and had told 
her that she owned dwelling-houses in New- 
York, Boston, and Philadelphia, and was indorsed 
by three members of the Stock Exchange. She 
had then given her $500 with which to buy stock. 
The stock had gone down, and Mrs. Morse had 
sold while there was still a margin left. She had 
discovered that Mrs. Morse was a sham through 
McIntyre & Co., who told her that as Marion 
Woren she had swindled people at Union-square, 
and by Mr. McKeon, the Inspector of the Gold 
and Stock Company, who said that the company 
had refused to let her have an indicator. 

The counsel for the prisoner attempted toshow 
that Mrs. Bronk had given the money te the 

risoner as she would have done to any broker, 

rusting to her judgment, and that she had lost 
the money as others do every day in a business 
transaction. Justice Duffy said that the only 
two points of the case were “ Had the prisoner 
obtained money through fraudulent representa- 
tion, and had she sold out the complainant before 
the money intrusted to her was used up?” He 
judged the testimony sufficient to warrant the 
detention of the prisoner for trial. Bail was fixed 
at double the amount claimed by all the com- 
piainants, which amounts to $3,400.

THE NEW-YORK EAST CONFERENCE OPPOSED 
TO EXTENDING THE PASTORAL LIMIT. 

The New-York East Methodist Con- 
ference resumed its sessions yesterday morning 
in the Hanson-Place Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Brooklyn.

George E. Reed—I call the brother to 
order, Mr. President, and I havea statement to 
make. I was the young man who six years ago 
stood in the Hanson-Place pulpit, and if the 
brother mearis me 1 denounce his statement as 
absolutely false. 

Mr. Jones—If the brother denies my statement 
that endsit. The papers of the time are my au- 
thority. Let the matter end there. I take back 
nothing that I have said. 

The Rev. Robert Crook attacked the argument 
advanced by some of the advocates of the ex- 
tended term that itinerancy was destructive of 
grand sermons, and instanced Whitfield, who, he 
said, was the greatest preacher who ever spoke 
the English tongue. 

The Rev. J. J. Lansing was in favor of the ex- 
tension, but was not anxious for a personal tri- 
umph, and wanted to see the question decided on 
its merits. 

The Rev. Dr. Buckley said that the three years’ 
limit ** broke the grip” of a Pastor ona given 
church, discouraged individuality, and encour- 
aged stanch loyaity to the denomination at 
arge. 

Atter some further discussion, the brethren 
stood up to be counted, and the question was 
decided against any extension of the pastoral 
term by a vote of 109 to 52.

THE PAINTERS’ DEMANDS MET. 

The resolution passed by the House 
Painters’ Union on Saturday evening last to de- 
mandan advance of wages to $3 50 per day was 
carried into effect yesterday. The workmen em- 
ployed by all the house painting firms toid their 
employers yesterday evening that they would 
not work for less than $3 50 per day. At the 
Murray Hill Hotel and several other buildings, 
contracts for painting which are held by Mr. 
Richard Taylor, the painters went on strike, but 


in a short time Mr. Taylor told them to return to 
work atthe rates which their union had estab- 
lished. Mr. Taylor, in conversation, said that the 
action of the Painters’ Union wasa surprise to 
him. Fewer contracts for building had been 
ven out this Spring than in former years, and 
his was in great measure due to the agitations 
of the trades-unions for increased wages and 
fewer hours ot labor. Capitalists hesitated in in- 
vesting their money in building speculations, 
where much might be lost by delays caused by 
strikes. Mr. Taylor is President of the Master 
Painters’ Association, and he will call a meeting 
of the members within 10 days or a fortnight to 
discuss the situation. He did not think, he said, 
that wages would remain at $3 50a day after 
next month. Work would then become duller, 
and wages would, of course, come down. Mr. 
Pearse, of the firm of E. A. Pearse & Co., said: 
“TI do not object to paying a good workman who 
understands the shades of colors good wages, but 
the trouble is that the union wants us to pay poor 
workmen the same rates as men, simply be- 
cause they belong to the union.” Messrs. Owens 
& way of of Eleventh-street, were also called 
upon Mot men to pay the advance, and 
rather than have a strike on their hands they ac- 
ceded to their demands.
